At the Town Hall, members of the 
striking group stated that delegations 
had been sent to the bonu s of Fred- 
eric S. Snyder, chairman of the Un- 
employment Relief Committee, and 
to Frederick S. Alexander of the Park 
Department, to request their presence 
at a conference at the Town Hall. 

Meanwhile, Chairman George T. 
Davidson of the Park Department.! 
under which the unemployed laborers 
aie working, arrived at the Town j 
Hall, and was approached by the Star [ 
reporter in the unemployment head- j 
quarters. 

Mr. I) avidson stated that the 
change in the status of the unem- i 
ployed workers is one of time rather I 
than money. The Welfare Hoard cer- I 
tilies those who ale to receive work j 
t to the Park Hoard and also states 
j how much each individual worker is 
to receive.

The migrations and j 
habits of the birds are traced and 
studied, showing what great distances ; 
the birds travel during the year.' 
eight and nine thousand miles some 
of them travel in one year. 

The government is using statistics j 
to find air currents. To help the air- 
planes, the birds always flying with 
the air currents. Mr. Fletcher lias a 
bird santnary where he bands thou- 
sands of birds each year, some of 
these birds come back year after 
year at the same time each year, He 
barns the instincts of the birds, bow 
they protect their young almost with I 
their life, how they build their nests i 
one year and return the next year j 
to build them almost in the same 
tree. Eighty per cent of the insect I 
eating birds go to South America 
every winter. Mr. Fletcher -bowed 1 
sonic interesting slides of the dif- 
ferent birds, also showing trap- to 
catch the birds and ways to attract 
them to stay with you and build their 
nests. There are 1 I bird santuaries 
in Massachusetts where the birds are 
unmolested and safe from harm.

"We find that every movement and 
practically till mental processes are 
unquestionably retarded.

He will be in- 
volved ui all kinds of accidents when 
we make liquor more available than 
it is now."

This includes alco- 
holics, Railroads have known for a 
long time that they could not trust a 
man with even one drink with a lo- 
comotive. Of the two engines, under 
all circumstances, the automobile en- 
gine is the most dangerous.

In December, KM I, Ad 
miral Von Spec was dispatched with 
a squadron of live cruisers to take 
Tort Stanley. Admiral Sturdee, ar 
riving just in time, scored a decisive 
victory for the British in the drama- 
tic Battle of the Palklands. The is- 
lands were saved for Great Britain, 
and the battle marked the beginning 
of the collapse of German cruisei 
war fa re. 

This smallest and most southerly of 
British crown colonies is only slightly 
larger than the State of Connecticut.

The ancient question of the sovcr- 1 
eignty of the Falkland Islands ha< 
been raised again bj an Argentine 
paper which is protesting against the 
British issue of Falkland Islands cen- 
tennial stamps. A celebration of 100 
years of British occupation has just 
been held at Port Stanley, capita' of 
the islands; hut Argentina has never 
relinquished her claim, and still uses 
the old Spanish name. Islas Malvinas, 
on her maps. 

These rocky, treeless hits of land 
have been a source of international 
contention ever since they were dis- 
covered by John Davis in 15!»2, says!

Rocky and Treeless 

Lying 480 miles north and east of 
t ape Horn, they are separated from | 
Montevideo antl civilization by 1000 J 
miles of perpetually stormy seas. 
Gales of the "roaring forties" sweep 
across their barren moors, and on at 
least two days out of three, cold rains 
add to the discomforts of life for the 
few inhabitants. 

Despite these handicaps, the Falk- 
lands have enjoyed surprising popu- 
larity. The many names they have 
borne attest their historical and po- 
litical importance. Sir Henry Haw- 
kins, sighting them in 1594, referred 
to them rather romantically as "Haw- 
kins' Maidenland." Four yea's later 
Sebald Van Weerdt, who visited the 
outlying islands, christened the group, I

some Dutch maps. The present name 
was given by Captain Strong, who 
sailed through Falkland Sound in 
1690. naming it in honor of I-"rd 
Falkland, then treasurer of the Brit- 
ish Navy.

Many 
acres are given over to cattle raising 
and cattle form one of the State's 
leading exports. 

Has Valuable Mineral and Marble 
Deooeits 

Alwar's southern mountains ar-- 
known ti contain valuable deposits of 
copper, lead and iron, but they scarci 
ly have been scratched. Valuable 
marble deposits also ate known but 
most of them await the quarryman's 
drill because they are isolated from 
the Alwar railroads and the few miles- 
of good read that are to be found in 
the State. 

Pink marble is found in the south- 
ern mountains, black marble in the 
eastern mountains, and white marble 
near the city of Alwar an I at. .Ihiri 
in the southwest. The .Ihiri marble 
i.- said to be as good for statuary pui - 
I oses as any in India. 

Alwar city, the capital of the State, 
lies about 96 miles southwest of Del- 
hi. At first glance an approaching 
traveler might mistake the city for 
a fortress for it is surrounded by a 
high wall and a moat. Five gates 
piene the wall. The city has 40,00(t 
inhabitants.

sity. In order to bring about econo- 
mies it is necessary t'> reduce the pay 
of public employee-. This is not an 
agreeable task, but there is no other 
way m which 'he necessary reduc- 
tions can he made. Public employees 
should know and thoroughly under- 
stand the facts. They should realize 

that employees in all branches of in- 
dustry have taken substantial reduc- 
v i res, running as high as '■'<<> and 10 
prr cent and have also had teir earn- 
ings further curtailed by reduction in 
hour- of labor. 

'I he President of the United States 
has caused studies to he made which 
eOtoW a reduction in the cost of liv- 
ing id' 21 per cent as compared with 
the first six month- <>f 1928, so that 
the purchasing power of Government 
employees, even with the l-"> per cent 
cut, is actually greater than :t was 
in 1028. Exactly the same principle 
applies to employees of states, cities 
and tow ns. 

The fact should not lie overlooked, 
also, that this increased purchasing 
|.ower of public employees is created 
»>v decreasing the purchasing power 
«,f the taxpayers. I- it fair that with 
the enormous decrease that the put>- 
Kir have taken in their monies, many 
, tf them working only part time, ami 
with increased taxation, they shouid

inevitably that in any such readjust- 
ment their salaries and wages must 
be redut ed anyway ? 

The present situation may be sum- 
marized as follows:

Coincident with these enormous in- 
creases in expenditures an i debt, the 
national income has been reduced 
front $71,000,000,000 to $40,000,000.- 
OOO or over 43 per cent. Locally we 
have already a drop in the revenue 
from the state income tax of $14,000,- 
000 or over 46 per cent and a further 
reduction estimated by the Tax Com- 
missioner for 1933 of $5,000,000. 

Mr. Dennett during the question 
l-e-rio.i which followed his address, 
added many pertinent facts to the 
items already mentioned, the pnr.ci- 
of which was perhaps the state 



ment, that if it had not been for the 
backing of the N'ational Economy 
I^-a^ue at the time the Senate and 

House passed the recent economy 
measure, it is doubtful if it could 
have been voted. 

One qestion was. -What do you get 
out of this thing?" Before Mr. Den- 
in tt could -peak. George Willey and 
Frederic Snyder told briefly, but ef- 
fectively of how Mr. Dennett, who is 
a man of large affairs, is and has 
Ifiven "f his time ami energy as ha.» 
few other men and has not collected 
a cent of salary, or even of travel ex- 
penses, that he is devoting eight or 
ten and more hours a day to his fight 
for economy in government and a safe 
and sane reduction in the cost of run- 
ning our town, state and national af- 
fairs.

Seven licenses to sell beer Were 
issued by the Hoard of Selectmen 
Monday evening to Richardson's Mar- 
ket.

Winchester Drug Company and He-

I. Mich's Market on Swanton street.

The Selectmen reached the decision 
to issu,. licenses, after careful con- 
sideration of the question, and pri- 
marily with a vi. vv to making it pns- 
sible for local merchants to secure 
business which otherwise will go to 
out-of-town int. •rests. Ii was unoffi- 
cially stated that on Tuesday about 
300 cases of beer were delivered in 
Winchester by out-of-town distribu- 
tors, 

These licensed to sell beer locally 
were chosen also with a view to cover- 
ing various sections of the town, so 
far as the zoning laws permit. Tile 
licenses issued are of the temporary : 
90-day variety and carry a fee of $25 
for that period. At the conclusion 
ol the I'll days a fee will be named to 
cover the remainder of the year. 

Under the local licenses, only beet'; 
in bottles or other containers can be 
sold ami the beverage can not be con- 
sumed on the premises. The sale or 
transportation of beer is prohibited on \ 
Sundays, leyral holidays and election' 
days. It can not be sold to minors, 
and must be sold durinyr regular store 
hours, but not before 7 in the morn- j 
ing nor after 11 at night. A Federal, 
tax i ( $20 must be paid and a tax of j 
i?l is levied on each truck used to de- j 
livrr the beverage. Licenses may be 
revoked by the Board at any time.

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Under the terms of the new state 
law authorizing and regulating the 
manufacture, transportation and sale 
of non-intoxicating '■'>.'- wines and 
malt beverages, it is left for each city 
or town to decide whether it will al- 
low retail selling licenses to be 
granted in the municipality. 

The Hoard of Selectmen believes 
that the people of Winchester should 
have the opportunity to express their 
opinions on this question at the ear- 
liest regular or special election which 
is held in the town. This opportunity 
will be afforded. It is not felt, how- 
ever, that it would be wise to have 
the town incur the expense of a spe- 
cial election, some $650, for a vote on 
this question alone. This would seem 
especially true because id* the fact 
that a special state election will 
probably be held within a few months 
to elect delegates to a convention to 
vote on repeal of the 18th amend- 
ment. 

Until the people of the town have 
had an opportunity to vote, the new 
law places upon the Hoard of Select- 
men the burden of deciding whether 
licenses should be granted in the 
town. 

The town has never voted on a 
question directly analogous to the 
present one. The last time it voted 
i n any question relating to liquor 
control was in 1930 on repeal of the 
Baby Volstead Act, so-called. 

At thai time the town voted "wet" 
by a narrow margin. 

Regardless of any vote of the town 
or decision of any of the town offi- 
cers, properly licensed dealers in 
other municipalities may make de- 
liveries of wines and malt beverages 
in Winchester. This would give them 
a competitive advantage if our local 
merchants have nol the same privil- 
ege. There is a reasonable argument 
that if deliveries are t > be made in 
low n anyway, the local merchants 
should enjoy a similar opportunity. 
Furthermore, the town will get the 
revenue directly from the licenses,

dren and they are dears. 

They were here with me for a whole I 
month during the Christmas season. 1 
while their father and mother were 
visiting in the South. We had a love- 
ly time together," she added, turning 
a devoted glance toward the picture. 

It seemed singularly appropriate 
that copies in oils of two of the world's 
most famous Madonnas should grace 
the walls of the livingroom in Mrs. 
Nichols' home on Crescent road, when 
the gracious art of being a grand- 
mother is an integral part of her life's 
plan. I remarked the beauty of these 
paintings and learned that they had 
been acquired many years ago by Mrs. 
Nichols' father who had seen the artist 
at work on one of them, the Madonna 
of the Chair, in the Louvre, The 
other, a beautiful copy of Murillo's 
Madonna, the original of which is in 
Spain, occupied a large space on the 
wall above the fireplace. 

Mrs. Nichols is the mother of two

is, a graduate of Bradford Junior Col- 
lege and of the Boston School of Oc- 
cupational Therapy, now for three 
years associated with the Worcester 
Memorial Hospital. "When my chil- 
dren were small, I was fortunate in 
having an old-fashioned servant, thor- 
oughly trustworthy and kind, with 
whom I knew my little girls were at 
all times safe. Until the years of un- 
derstanding, they were as happy with 
their Margaret as they were with me. 
No woman should be a slave to her 
home or her children. They should 
< i. me first, of course, but I believe a 
mother is better able to help her chil- 
dren meet the problems which come 
with maturity if she has been privi- 
leged to enjoy, at least, a partial free- 
dom during their growing years. The 
greatest asset any home can hold is 
confidence between the mother and 
her child. It is the most constructive 
agent in child management that I 
know of." 

With motherly pride. Mrs. Nichols 
told me of her eldesl daughter's 
praiseworthy achievements as presi- 
dent of the' Wellcsley Hills Woman'-' 
Club during the past two years, an 
evidence that Mrs. Peirce is following 
her mother's code. 

Mabel Goodwin Nichols is the 
daughter of Belle Davis and Henry j 
H. Goodwin. She was horn at Dover. 
New Hampshire and spent her child- 
hood at Somersworth in that State, 
where she graduated from its High] 
School. Her father was born and lived 
the major part of his life in the his- 
torical Hamilton House at South Ber- 
wick. Me., which Was the setting for 
Sarah Orne Jewett's novel. "The Tory 
Lover" Many happy girlhood memo- 
ries are attached to this fine old resi- 
dence. Last September -he celebrated 
her -JOth wedding anniversary as the 
wife of Nathaniel M. Nichols, who has 
been active for many years in the town 
affairs of Winchester. For 22 years 
they lived in the "old Mason House" at 
10 Hillside avenue, following a three- 
year residence on Mystic avenue. Now 
for seven years, they have occupied 
their present home on Crescent road 
which nestles against the wooded slope 
of the Ives estate on Highland ave- 
nue. I 

"Because my parents died when I 
was very young, and because I was 
given the wrong advice, I did not go 
to college, but became a public school 
teacher and taught in the schools of 
Milton ami Somersworth for five years 
before my marriage. I. later, realized 
the value of a college education and 
influenced my younger sister, who was 
left in may care, to avail herself of 
this opportunity." she said. 

While in her teens. Mrs. Nichols be- 
came interested in Sunday School 



work. She was superintendent of the 
primary department in the Congrega- 
tional Church at Somersworth when 
she was IS years old and was sent as 
a delegate to the first World Sunday 
School Convention held in London that 
year. She has been teaching Sunday 
School classes ever since and for eight 
years has been superintendent of the 
Junior Department in the First Con- 
gregational Church of Winchester. 
This department numbers, at the pres- 
ent time, 12S boys and girls between 
the ages of 12 and 13. Mrs. Nichols 
has worked out a church service which 
is established as a unique ami beau- 
tiful part of the Sunday School pro- 
gram, She delivers a three-minute 
sermon each Sunday. The children act 
as ushers, take up the collection, and 
in every detail carry out the adult 
chin ch plan. The vested Junior Choir, 
of which she has been Choir Mother 
lor eight years, provides a lovely and 
impressive singing body for the pro- 
cessional and recessional hymns. When 
this service is concluded, the children 
take their several places for the regu- 
lar Sunday School lesson. 

Always a leader, in whatever field 
her interest lies. Mrs. Nichols has held 
positions of responsibility in her va- 
rious activities. Notwithstanding the 
fai t that she asserts that "her only 
claim for distinction rests on the point 
that she does not play bridge, and that 
she cannot even play solitaire and 
have it come out right." her reliable 
judgment, sincerity id' purpose, and 
staunch adherence to principle have 
won for her a large co-operative fol- 
lowing. From lull to 1913 she served 
as president of The Fortnightly, at- 
tending the convention at San Fran- 
cisco as its delegate. She was presi- 
dent of The Mothers' Association of 
Winchester in 1910 and '11. She is a 
past vice president of the New Eng- 
land Woman's Club, the oldest wom- 
an's club in the United States, and is 
chairman of its work committee at 
the present time. She has been an 
active worker in the League of Wom- 
en Voters and in the Women's Re- 
publican Club of Winchester, which 
uganization has elected her as its 
incoming treasurer for the ensuing 
year. As a member of the executive 
hoard of the Winchester Circ le of the 
Florence Crittetiton League of Com- 
passion for many years, she has been 
one of its leading supporters. She is 
vice president of The President's Club, 
whose members are women who have 
been presidents in the numerous clubs 
which comprise the Massachusetts 
State Federation, and is also a mem- 
ber of the Co-operation with War 
Veterans' Committee in the State Fed- 
eration, as well as Recording Secre- 
tary for the Disabled Veterans' Wel- 
fare Group in this town. Her inter- 
est in the work for the disabled vet- 
eran has prompted her frequent ap- 
pearances before clubs in Massachu- 
setts and many radio talks in their 
behalf. As chairman of the Co-opera- 
tion with War Veterans' Committee 
she represents The Fortnightly tit the 
meetings of Winchester's Committee 
I'm- the Benefit of the Unemployed, 
and she has served on several com- 
mittees in the Visiting Nurse Associ- 
ation. 

During the World War. in response 
to a call from the government, this 
tireless and devoted leader in affairs 
of peace, took upon her shoulders the 
responsibility of insuring the Town 
of Winchester .against a sudden bom- 
bardment by the Germans. The Hen- 
ry house, now the Comins residence 
on Highland avenue, which was va- 
cant at that time, was offered as an 
emergency hospital. Under Mrs. 
Nichols direction, beds, bedding, and 
all the necessary hospital equipment 
was secured and stored in scattered j 
homes throughout the town, this iiif- ; 
fused housing being a strategic move ] 
to minimize loss by fire or otherwise. I 
A transportation corps was formed \ 
and ready for a hurry call. "Within \ 
IK hours we could have provided a 
hospital complete in every detail, : 
while we were ready on the instant 
to render aid in the event of a bom- 
bardment," said Mrs. Nichols. The 
necessity for this emergency hospital 
did not arise and the equipment was 
subsequently given to the Winches- 
ter Hospital, but in this hour of world 
conflict ami apprehension, thi- wom- 
an gave unstint intrly of her time and 
ability in the plan for preparedness, 
and a record of this service is writ- 
ten in a treasured citation from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, | 
signed by Governor Samuel W, Mc- 
Call, which reads: "As a member of j 
the Local Committee on Public Safe- i 
ty. Mabel G. Nichols ha- patriotical- 1 
ly and with ability, discretion and 
integrity, served during the entire I 
period of the war. with unselfish de- j 
votion, the Commonwealth and the 
Nation. The service she has ten- | 
lered while far from the line of 
battle has been of vital importance, 
has aided materially our fighting 
forces and has been a distinct con- 
tribution to the successful termina- 
tion of the war." 

Mis. Nichols has been made an 
Honorary Life Member of the Oval 
Club in appreciation of her outstand- 
ing services to the patients of thr> 
Veterans Administration Hospital at 
Bedford. 

"I love working with people That 
is why I am a club woman." said Mrs, 
Nichols. "I do not think a woman 
should let her outside interests in- 
terrupt or disrupt her domestic af- 
fairs," she added. "The hrnirj should 
he maintained in a Well-ordered man- 
ner and be a plan' to which a hus- 
band may return at the end of his 
lay's work and rind release and com- 
fort. When a woman is interested in 
club work, the telephone may become 
a positive nuisance if she does not 
exercise good judgment in its use. I 
make the calls which are necessary 



in connection with my activities out- 
side the home, when Mr. Nichols is 
not here. If calls come in at other 
times. I make my conversations brief 
or postpone them until some c-her 
tune. A man should not be expected 
to accept annoyances of this kind, 
and 1 think Mr. Nichols would assure 
you that he has never been called up- 
on to accept them." 

The household arts second na- 
ture to Mrs. Nichols. She completes 
them with dispatch and when the 
pantry shelf holds everything in 
teadiness for the evening meal, she 
turns herself toward club and civic 
interests. 

"I enjoy the Bible as literature as 
Well as for its religious value," she 
replied. "1 am especially fond of 
biography, but for relaxation I read 
detective stories. I guess I have read 
every one in the Town Library." She 
laughed, and added. "I never at- 
tempt to remember the titles and 
often I find myself bringing home 
from the library a book that 1 have 
just recently read! For sober read- 
ing, I like The Atlantic Monthly and 
for light reading. The Ladies Home 
Journal." 

"There, may I have your solemn 
promise to tear it up'.'" (She meant 
my precious interview). "Oh, please 
. I begged!" "Well, I'm sure 
you'll want to." she said, with a re- 
signed smile, as I stepped through 
the open doorway into the drifting 
sunlight of an early April morning 
"HOW sweet the air is." she exclaimed 
as the silver-tinted light fell on her 
greying hair. How warm, bow kind, 
how true a mother stood on that hap- 
py threshold where little feet will 
cross to bring her renewed delight 
through many years to come.

! The Welfare Hoard, according to

, the allotments on the cards distrib- 
uted la-t week Thursday were tem- 
porary ones to cover food only for a 
limited time, and following a confer- 
ence held at the Town Hail last Fri- 
day evening, at which the Welfare 
Board, Selectmen, Park Department,

IRVING W. SMALL 

Was Former Winchester Resident 

Irving W. Small of Cambridge, a 
former resident of Winchester and a 
widely known sportsman, died early 
Saturday morning) April 1">, at the 
j Trumbull Hospital in Brookline, af- 
ter a long illness with heart disease. 
Mr. Small was born Nov. 2~\ 1 S01*. 
! in Cambridge. He was educated in 
i the Cambridge schools, and as a 
young man entered his uncle's busi- 
ness, the H. A. Wheeler Co., Awnings, 
a business to which he eventually 
succeeded. As "Brick" Small, he 
was widely known as a sportsman, 
having been one of the best medal 
golfers, an expert rifle and trap 
shooter, a splendid hunter and very 
efficient at all sorts of sports. 

In his younger days Mr. Small was 
one of the leading small boat sailors 
in Massachusetts, and he was the or- 
ganizer of one of the first gun clubs 
in this vicinity. He was perhaps best 
known as a golfer and his death was 
learned of generally with regret by 
players throughout the state. He 
was a member of the Belmont Spring, 
Woodland and Manchester. N. H. 
Country Clubs and a former member 
of the Winchester Country Club.

Those homes where 
there are Scouts this value has a very 
tangible meaning. Especially to those 
families the appeal for support is 
most earnestly made. A< well for 
their influence in this drive among 
their friends and acquaintances. 

To the great mans others less inti- 
mately versed in Scout activities in 
their minds — what can Scouting mean 
to me? 

This true happening answers that 
dramatically; ami holds a very real 
meaning to all of us. The mi. idle of 
j last summer at nearby Silver Lake a 
j Boy Scout of our Fellsland District 
| Council distinguished himself. It was 
essentially his Scout training that en- 
abled him to do so. He, a lad of 1~> 
years, was fishing from a boat an- 
chored out in the lake. Some distance ! 
nearer shore a six-year-old girl was 
playing in the water using a large 
inflated ball to float herself. She trot 
out beyond her depth. Becoming ex- 
cited upon discovering her inability to 
touch bottom, the ball slipped from 
her grasp. The wind quickly carried 
it farther off The little tyke, entire- 
ly helpless, could only scream a vvarn- 

j ing of her plight. This attracted the 
attention of the lad. Sensing the situ- 
ation at once he tried to pull anchor 
i to row to her assistance. The anchor 
j caught in the weeds at the bottom, 
so he plunged in fully clothed and 
swam to her assistance, covering a 
distance of about 76 yards. Upon 
reaching her she was unconscious and 
he, pretty much exhausted. But he 
managed to keep her afloat till other 
assistance quickly arrived. Hurriedly 
getting ashore, the lad applied artifi- 
cial respiration treatments for live 
minutes when the child regained con- 
sciousness. A life was saved. It is 
really incidental that this good Scout, 
"Herb" Huber, subsequently was 
awarded the highest life saving honor 
■ — the gold medal. On the occasion it 
was touching that the little one he 
saved was present with her parents; 
and she stood on a chair to pin the 
medal upon his chest. 

Most significant and vital ii Is to 
know that this lad learned his swim- 
ming and life saving proficiency, and 
thus was prepared for such an emer- 
gency, through instruction and train- 
ing he received at the fellsland Boy 
Scout Camp at Amesbury the summer 
before. That training as all Scouts 
are required to learn, equipped him to 
perform the all important artificial 
respiration. 

How proud you would be were this 
lad your own, or a nephew, or a grand- 
child, or an acquaintance even. 

How profoundly grateful you would 
be were that little tyke your daughter, 
your niece, your grandchild, or the 
(laughter of some friend or acquain- 
tance, 

That really is what Scouting stands 
for and means to :>l! id' us It is as 
worthy a cause as there could possibly 
be for the development of the com- 
ing manhood of our community. 

During the coming campaign when 
you are approached by an acquain- 
tance or friend for support of this 
good cause, thine; well upon these j 
things. It i< hoped that all who are

7;» grandmothers and great-grand- 
mothers, 19 "f whom were present. 
Mis. Elizabeth Hall, chairman of 
Conservation, and a member of the 
Antiques Committee, whose tireless 
enemy and able management in so 
many lines of endeavor are well 
known, was general chairman, and 
much credit is due her for the 
unparalleled success of the after- 
noon. Mrs. Hall opened proceed- 
ings by stating that a seed sown 
lour years ago by a member of the 
present group of grandmothers, Mrs. 
Frances C. Breen, watered and tended 
by the above-named committees, had 
at la-t burst into bloom, and this 
meeting was the result, the culmina- 
t urn of effort. 

Much interest was evinced when 
the chairman stated that the club 
boasts two great-grandmothers, Mrs. 
Ida Ripley, who has six grandchildren, 
and live great-grandchildren, and Mrs. 
liert ha I.. Waldmyer who ha- 11 
grandchildren, and two great-grand- 
children.

Mrs. Hall, coach of the first play.

The stage setting was realistic and 
effective, showing a public garden in 
Madrid, Spain, with its semi-tropic 
plants and its trailing vines, its old 
world atmosphere of romance.

love affair in the background. Donna 
Laura after a few moments began to 
coax the birds, scattering crumbs the 
while. Her occupation was rudely in- 
terrupted by the advent of a Spanish 
grandee, Senor Gonzalo, who attended 
by his valet, enters the garden and 
creates a stormy scene because till the 

benches are occupied, thus scaring 
away the birds. He finally in a 
haughtv manner asks permission to 
share the bench of D uma Laura. With 
■i ,,;i,, chiding for disturbing the 
birds, the senora assents, and peace 

being restored the senor settles down 
with a book, and the valet, evidently 
glad of the opportunity, departs. 

With a grouchy remark on the se- 
nora's occupation, the conversation 
opens, and after a little twitting from 
the Senora the senor boasts of his 
■ arly prowess as a noted shot and 
horseman. 

Not, however, wishing to tell too 
much about himself, he creates a 
cousin, whom he endows with all the 
manly arts; and he graphically de- 
scribes a love affair of which the cou- 
sin is supposed to have been the hero 
l aura listens with amusement am' 
finally with considerable amazement 
as she recognizes the incidents relat- 
ed, and the conviction conies to her 
that Senor Gonzalo is a lover of her 
own youth. Gonzalo in a final pero- 
ration rises to fervent admiration of 
tlie supposed cousin, and tells of a 
most hemic death. Donna Laura, not 
to be outdone, also creates a cousin, 
and tells in sympathetic vein how 
much joy came to her thromrh this 
very passionate love affair, and how 
after the departure of her lover, this 
cousin, who according io Donna Lau- 



ra, possessed all the virtues, lan- 
guished, until finally she died in a 
most pathetic manner. So realistical- 
ly does Laura describe some of the ! 
incidents of this early romance, that 
Gonzalo awakes to the fact that only 
the loved one could have known these 
facts, and he realizes that this lady 
must be his early love. But both, 1 
remembering the changes in their ap- 
pearance that the years have brought,! 
decide not to disclose their real iden- 
titles. And so at length they part, 
regretfully, with a gentle reminder 1 
from Laura "not to scare the birds 
away if he should return on the mor- 
row. "Such a lingering goodbye; 
such a play of eyes; such demure 
smiles from Laura; such courteous 
gestures from Gonzalo; and the cur- 
tain went down on a pretty tableau. 
A most effective presentation with 
Grandmother Mary Russell, a delight- 
ful Laura; Grandmother Blanche Rey- 
nolds, a wtdl groomed glamorous Gon- 
zalo; Grandmothers Mary Symmes 
and Margaret Jones, dutiful ' atten- 
dants, who carried out their parts to 
perfection; all so full of romance that 
even after the fall of the curtain one 
retained the old world feeling, Mrs. 
Hall is to be congratulated on the suc- 
cess of this play, and the cast surely 
justified her efforts. 

Claire Reynolds, the very capable 
chairman of Dramatics; also a mem- 
ber of tin' Committee on Preservation 
of Antiques, presented the theme and 
east for the next play. 

The title is "Home! Sweet Home." 
The setting, a room of an Did Ladies' 
Home, with bare institutional appear- 
ance, the only evidence of luxury be- 
ing a radio. 

Four inmates have gathered to hear 
a prima donna on the radio, a strange- 
ly assorted group. One is a maiden 
lady. Miss Hitchcock, obviously a 
woman of refinement and culture, irri- 
tated almost beyond endurance by her 
enforced association with uncongenial 
people and surroundings. There are 
three other women of varied experi- 
ences and gossipy proclivities, otu 
kindly and peace-loving, one deaf and 
talkative, and one with a sharp tongue 
whose keen edge goads Miss Hitch- 
cock almost to violence. There is also 
a maid of all work, Aggie, the pro- 
duct of a Foundling Home, who hap- 
pens in to clean the room during the 
concert hour. 

The clock is fast, and agricultural 
news seems to be the only radio inter- 
est for the moment. So Miss Hitch- 
cock begins to lament the fact that 
titter almost 40 years of service with 
one insurance firm she should have to 
be in such a place. Somewhat wear- 
ied of her reiteration that she would 
have had $15 weekly pension if she 
had not been prevented by illness from 
completing the 10 years, her co-in- 
mates ask what -he would do with the 
$15 if she had it. She describes in 
detail the kind of room she would 
have, with artistic furnishings, and 
the dainty luscious meals she would 
cook, causing expressions of longing 
on the faces of her listeners. 

Aggie is meanwhile, industriously 
cleaning under the bureau, lying flat] 
on the carpet, feet waving in the) 
air (truly one of the best hits in the) 
play). Rut it becomes evident that 
Aggie is crying, and when she re- 
turns to visibility she is met by sym- 
pathetic questioning. She tolls howl 
her boy friend is going away, and i 
she is afraid that some other girl will j 
attract him during a long absence, 
n 't that "shi' docs not trust him," hut! 
"nu n are men." Mr-. Flannery sug- I 
gests that -he go along too, hut a i 
negative shake of the head is the an- 
swer to this; for there is an old uncle I 
ill and infirm, w ho must be supported | 
by the boy. The women arc sympa- 
thetic but helpless, and Aggie turns j 
away. Leaving the i m she discov- 
ers that she has forgotten to give 
Miss Hitchcock a letter which came! 
for her. Much excitement and curi- 
osity ensues among the inmates, until 
Miss Hitchcock gives the letter to j 
Aggie to read to them, "for fear they, 
would think. 1 was making it up." 
she explains. The letter proves to bo! 
from the insurance firm, recognizing! 
her faithful service, and awarding her 
$15 weekly. Such a beatific expres- 
sion spreads over her face at this con - i 
Urination of the oft-told story, and 
warm congratulations are given by I 
the other inmates, who tell her sho : 
can now lie.ve the ideal room and 
meals, 

Her joy is almost overwhelming; i 
she is a-tremble with it. Her release' 
has come; she is free! She lets Aggie 
hold the iheck a moment — $15— the 
price of liberty and dignity anil pri- 
vacy and joy. And Aggie murmus 
that it is exactly the sum paid weekly 
for the care of her boy friend's aged i 
uncle. I 

There was real mama in Miss Hitch- j 
cock's renunciation. For she turned 
with a royal gesture and gave the; 
check to Aggie, with a promise of the

uncle, ro that Aggie could tr.-t mar- 
ried and be happy. The others, un- 
derstanding her sacrifice, were sudden- 
ly full of love for the stiff old maid I 
who after all had a heart of gold. And 
Miss Hitchcock made (he amazing dis- 
covery that the love of these humble 
friends was far more valuable to her 
than even the beautiful lovely room 
of her dreams could have been. 

A happy denouement, and a weli 
cast play, Josephine Arrow-smith was 
a splendid Miss Hitchcock, high col- ; 
Iared and prim. She scored a triumph, 
filling all demands in fine style. Well ! 
done. Grandmother. 

Grandmother Frances Breen as 
Miss Granby was by turns sympa- 
thetic and encouraging, pouring oil 
on troubled waters, a quiet refined 1 
influence, always ready with her coun- 
sel. Bessie Likins as Mrs. Flannery, 
was the witty, spirited inmate, keen 
and caustic and comical, but warm- 
hearted to the core. Her comedy was ' 
a delight all through the play — a clev- 
er grandmother.

In the Star of April 7 last, we sug- 
gested that it was up to the Town 
< ounsel and the Hark Commissioners 
to publicly explain why some portion 
of the $800 fee f >r legal services paid 
m the taking of the Wedge Pond prop- 
erty ,.n Main and Lake streets was 
not used to prevent the excessive 
award of $21,000 to Clarence H. Sta- 
ples and Ruth C. Staples of Maiden. 

As silence reigns supreme, we will 
venture an explanation. We are in- 
formed from sources on which we re- 
ly that said Ruth C. Staples is a sis- 
ter of Mr. Vincent P. Clarke, who was 
a member of the Finance Committee 
when that committee in l!*'_".t reversed 
itself and recommended the payment 
ot the outrageously excessive sum of 
$40,500 f..r this property. Mr. Clarke 
resigned from the Finance Committee 
111 1929 when he was elected to the 
Board of Selectmen so that as Select- 
man after March 1929 he doubtless 
had the pleasure of signing the Se- 
lectmen's warrant for the payment of 
$21,000 of this sum to his sister and 
her husband. As chairman of the 
Hoard of Selectmen in 1932, Mr. 
Clarke doubtless had the pleasure of 
signing the Selectmen's warrant for 
payment of an additional $500 fee to 
the Town Counsel for his efficient 
services rendered in this taking. Thi- 
is the $500 fee which we claim was 
illegally transferred from the Reserve 
Fund in 1931 so that the Town Meet- 
ing Members have never had a chance 
to pa.-.- on the value of the legal serv- 
ices for which it was paid. 

This piece of muck laud with its 
tumbled down buildings cost the town 
$41,172.40 spent as follows: $40,198.40 
for land, $800 for legal services and 
$174 f..r other expenses. According 
to the records, the $40,198.40 paid ill

*'_'•'!.">. in to the City 0 f Boston for 
2880 square feet of land. 

According to the records, the Sta- 
ples purchased their portion of this 
property on Oct. 1, 1 ;»i!7 and Kather- 
ine E. Monahan pur. hase.1 her por- 
tion on Nov. 30, 1928. These non- 
residents apparently speculated for 
the rise in this property at a time 
when the agitation for its taking was 
a: white heat! Prior to 1925 a town 
was prohibited by statute from pur- 
chasing land for any municipal pur- 
pose for a price more than 25 per cent 
in excess of its average assessed val- 
uation for the three previous years. 
Political land speculator- succeeded in 
getting this sound statute repealed as 
to towns in 1925. It has usually, how- 
ever been the practice of municipal 
boards exercising the power of emi- 
nent domain to follow this rule in 
making awards unless evidence of 
great weight is produced to warrant 
a departure from it. No such evidence 

Was or could have been produced ill 
this Wedge Pond taking. Through 
the extraordinarily harmonious action 
of our Finance Committee, our Hark 
Commission, our Town Counsel and 
our Town Engineer, the town was led 
into paying the Staples for their por- 
tion of said property over 55 per cent 
in excess of its average assessed value 
for the three preceding year.- and for 
the whole property approximately 1* 
per cent in excess of such average as- 
sessed value. 

In connection with this Wedge Pond 
Hark proposition, the Town appropri- 
ated in 1928 the sum id' $5075 to ac- 
quire the lied and shores of Horn Pond 
Brook. Tin- !?o(i7o was spent in 1929 
follows: For land $4060; for legal 
services another fee of $800.16 and 
for other expenses S214.X4. It may 
be of interest to inquire how much, if 
any. of the items for 'other expenses" 
in these two takings and how much 
| of the many hundreds of dollars ac- 
counted for by the Town Accountant 
as "other expenses" in other takings 
went to our Town Engineers over and 
above their salaries, for plans and 
surveys in connection with said tak- 
ings. " A careful study id' the town 
accounts for money appropriated for 
. land taking- for the past lb years 
I will reveal the fact that seldom, it 
ever, is any balance ever returned to 
revenue. It is used up for legal serv- 
ices and other expenses. 

In our various communications, we 
I have endeavored to set out sufficient 
specific cases of unnecessary waste of 
taxpayers' money with the hope that 
I they might incite action to eliminate 
! such waste in the future. We have 
' not attempted to cover all cases by 
any mean- We believe that the cause 
of such waste lies chiefly in the poli- 
cies and practices pursued by our Fi- 
nance Committee and in our present 
unsound town governmental set-up. 
These matters we intend to deal with 
in a futu -e letter, if the editor will 
kindly al 1 >w us the space.

"Captain Edward Johns in came 
over with Governor Winthrop in 1630, 
but later returned to England t • bring 
his family, in 1637, sad family con- 
sisting of Edward Johnson, carpenter, 
of Canterbury and hi- wife Susan, 
seven children, throe s -wants. Grants 
of lan I were repeated'y made to him 
for his accommodation in 1637 and 
ir>:'.s. He was tirst Recorder of Wo- 
burn. and took a lively interest in the 
establishment of the church. In 1654, 
Edward Johnson published in Eng- 
land "The Wonder Working Provi- 
dence of Sion's Saviour in New Eng- 
land," which has been accepted as a 
reliable and authentic account of that 
period. Captain Johnson died April 
23, 1 (".TJ. and left five sons and two 
daughters, one son, William, was a 
man of superior talents and extensive 
usefulness, and sustained a very hon- 
orable station in the Commonwealth. 
From him sprang a numerous pos- 
terity: some do yet survive, who main- 
tain 'th- ancient credit of their fam- 
ily. "SewalPs History of Woburn." 

Caroline Johnson was born in the 
hi me now standing (built before 1770) 
in Woburn 1828, and died in the same 
house in Winehester. 1868, the boun- 
dary lines having been changed in the 
meantime. 

Modernized to some extent, the 
house retains many old features, and 
many old and curious utensils and 
pieces of furniture.

Or fishermen's boats, when their en- 
gines break down. Coast-wise barge 
traffic is heavy, however, and oc- 
casionally a barge breaks from it- 
tug-boat to add its wreckage to many 
that have preceded it. 

In a description of the Jersey coast 
published in 1879, it was stated that 
prior to the War of l*u old Cran- 
berry Inlet (near-by) was one of the 
best anchorages on the coast, and it 
afforded a safe harbor for American 
privateers on the lookout for British 
-hips during the Revolution. It

P VCIFIC SALMON < <>l.o\Y TO BE 
STARTED IN EAST 

Residents of States along tin- At- 
lantic seaboard are interested in an 
experiment about to be made by the 
United States Bureau of Fisheries 
and the Maryland Conservation Com- 
mission. Some 2000 Chinook Salmon 
from the Columbia River. 2300 miles 
in the northwest, which were hatched 
in the aquarium of Washington's 
new Department of Commerce 'milil- 
intr will be placed in Deep Creek 
Lake, Maryland, whose waters drain 
into the upper Potomac River. The 
fish are being planted with the hope 
that they will find their way to salt 
water and return, in four years, to 
-pawn. 

The Great Falls of the Potomac 
above Washington will probably of- 
fer no harrier to the returning fish, 
and will give residents of the Fast a 
chance to see one of the most spec- 
tacular acrobatic feats in Nature if 
the salmon attempt to hurdle it as 
they do waterfalls in Pacific coas'i 
streams. 

Five Distinct Pacific Species 

The Pacific salmons are the most 
valuable fishes not only of the United 
States, but also of the entire Western 
Hemisphere, anil, w : th the single ex- 
ception of the sea herrings, arc com 
menially the leading fishes of the 
world, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, D. C headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. 

The Pacific solmons constitute a 
distinct group, closely resembling the 
Atlantic salmon, but separated by 
marked peculiarities. There are five 
distinct species of the Pacific salmon, 
which differ strikingly in size, color, 
habits, distribution, food value, and 
economic importance. All of the spe- 
cies occur on the California coast, 
rantrinir from San Francisco Bay (or 
a little farther south) to Alaska, 
crossing to Siberia and reaching 
southward int.) Kamchatka. while 
three of them extend to Japan. 

The largest of the genus, and 'ho 
most magnificent of all salmons, is 
the Chinook, also known as the yuin- 
nat. Kinir, Spring, or Tyee salmon. 
It has an average weight of nearly 25 
pounds in the Columbia, and is often 
cauirht weighing 4" to 60 pounds. Oc- 
casional examples of over ]oo pounds 
are taken. While found from Califor- 



nia to China, it attains its greatest 
abundance in the Sacramento, Colum- 
bia, Yukon and other large North 
American streams. 

Sockeve in Demand for Canning 

The specie- called Blueback salmon 
on the Columbia. Sockeye on Pudget 
Sound, and Redfish or Red salmon in] 
Alaska, averages only five pounds in 
weight and never exceeds 12. It at- 
tains greatest abundance in the < o- 
tumbia, the Fraser, and in various 
streams throughout Alaska. Its meat 
is rich in quality and deep red in col- 
or, and the fish is therefore in great 
demand for canning, 

The Silver or Coho salmon, general- 
ly found in coastal streams, averages 
six pounds in weight and rarely ex- 
ceeds 'J.'i or 30, The smallest species 
is the Humpback, so called from the 
well-marked nucha] hump developed 
by the male in fall, The extreme- of 
weight for mat 'ire examples are three 
and 11 pounds, with four pounds as 
the average. The region of greatest 
abundance is Pudget Sound to south- 
east Alaska. It has been transplant- 
ed to streams in Maine and seems to 
be (irmly established. 

The remaining species, the Dog or 
Chum salmon, averages eight pounds 
in weight, It i- generally distributed 
and abundant, but owing to the poor 
quality of the flesh, is the hast im- 
portant of the group. 

After spending most of their lives 
at sea, accumulating fat, and st iring 
energy, the salmon- move inshore and 
ascend the streams. After once be- 
ginning their upward journey, they 
take no food. 

The Chinook salmon begins to run 
in spring and pushes its way to th • 
headwaters of the larger streams. In 
the Columbia basin the species dis- 
tributes itself over 90,000 square 
miles of Washington, Oregon, Idaho, 
and Montana. In the Snake River 
and the Yukon River the spawning 
grounds lie l'doii miles by water from 
the sea. 

Whether salmon travel in the 
streams 2000 miles or 200 feet to 
reach their spawning grounds, and re- 
gardless of their physical condition 
at the time they arrive at the particu- 
lar places required for the proper de- 
velopment of eggs and young, all die 
shortly after spawning. 

Why this is the case is one of Na 
ture's mysteries. It has its parallel 
in some other fishes; in the may-fly, 
which perishes after a few hour-' ex- 
istence, and iti the annual plants. We 
can only say of such that they have 
served their purpose and re no longer 
needed. The death habit of the sal- 
mons was doubtless developed to pre- 
vent the overstocking of streams, the 
exhaustion of the food supply of the 
young while in fresh water, and the 
consequent danger of the wiping out 
of species by mere excess of numbers. 

ELECTRICITY ENCROACHING ON 
STEAM ON WORLD'S RAIL- 
ROADS 



Despite economic conditions electric 
locomotives, year by year, are push- 
ing additional steam-driven uiant- of 
the rails into the discard. Recently 
the Pennsylvania Railroad announced 
the completion of electrification of it- 
lines between New York and Philadel- 
phia, and Premier Mussolini inaugu- 
rated a new electric service on the 80- 
mile line linking V'iterbo with Rome, 
Italy, 

Steam locomotives received one of 
their first assaults from electric loco- 
motives on main line track- in I89fi 
when the Baltimore and Ohio Rail 
road chose to use electric current in- 
stead of steam thrnuirh the Baltimore, 
Md., tunnel; and the New York. Nov. 
Haven anl Hartford Railroad intro- 
duced electric locomotives in New 
England on its line between Nantas- 
ket Beach and Pemberton, Mass., says

For the 
next five year- railroad electrification 
dozed. It was aroused in 1000 when 
the Mali Railways of France decided 
to make use of electricity by e.|uip- 
ping some of its lines near Paris. 

The next year -aw the elextrifica* 
Hon of New York and New Haven 
Railroad tracks linking Providence, K. 
I., with Fall River, Mass., ami a part 
of the Paris, Lyons ami Mediterrane- 
an lines mar St. Gervais, France. 

Since IJI02, the steam locomotive 
has had serious competition. Today, 
oi countries have electrified about 24,- 
000 miles of track. If all these tracks 
were concentrated in the United 
States they would form eight separate 
railways across the continent from tin; 
Atlantic to the Pacific. 

About one-fourth of the rails for 
this super-electric railroad would In; 
supplied by electric railroads ol tins 
country. One complete transconttnen« 
tal track would come from Switzer- 
land, for the diminutive mountain re- 
public largely depends upon electricity 
lor its railroad transportation. More 
than 2000 miles each would belong to 
French, German ami Italian railroads. 

The larger portion of the remain- 
ing tracks would be supplied by the 
United Kingdom, Sweden, Spain, Aus- 
tria, The Netherlands, Chile, Brazil, 
Argentina, Australia. Canada, Mexico, 
India and Japan; while such countries 
as Algeria, Morocco, Egypt, Nether- 
land, India. China and Cuba, would 
supply Jo or more miles each. The 
smallest contribution would he made 
by Bolivia, which has only nme miles 
of electrified track 

Switzerland, with about 3000 miles 
of electrically-operated track, outranks 
its European neighbors, India leads 
the Asiatic countries in railroad elec- 
trification, The Indian tracks would 
reach from New York beyond Cincin- 
nati, while those of Japan, its nearest 
Asiatic competitor, would fall short by 
slightly less than loo miles. Chile, 
leader of the South American coun- 
tries in electrically-equipped trackage, 
lias a mile of track for every day in 
the year, while Brazil, which ranks 
second, has about .'lis miles. 

While the busiest railroad electri- 
fication in the United States is con- 
centrate^ on lines entering New York 
City— including the Pennsylvania, th,. 
Lackawanna, the New York Central, 
the Long Island and the Staten Is- 
land railroads— Chicago also has an 
extensive network of electrified sub- 
urban lines. The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road main line i- electrified also be- 
tween Philadelphia ami Paoli, 25 
miles to the west. The Pennsylvania 
expects shortly to complete electrifi- 
cation of its four-track main line be- 
tween New Yi rk and Washington, 
258 miles. North America's longest 
stretch of main line electrification is 
in the Rockies on tho Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, St. Pail & Pacific — 411 
n.iles. 

Perhaps the Strang st contrast af- 
forded passengers on an electrified 
railroad is to be found in Japan, where 
sill nt. smokeless electric trains speed 
through rice fields in which native 
farmers plough with oxen and wood- 
en ploughs, a method unchanged for 
m re than a millennium.

Many Explorers Have Perished 
Armed with driving snowstorms, 
dangerous glaciers, hurricanes, fre- 
quent avalanches, below zero weath- 
er, precipitous cliffs, and thin air at 
high altitudes. Everest has success- 
fully driven back party after party 
of intrepid climber-. Many of those 

who have attempted to scale her sides 

have perished: others have fallen 
frostbitten and exhausted and have 
been savt'd only by heroic effort- of 
associates. 

One of the outstanding attempts to 
scale Everest was made in 1922 after 
explorers had spent two year- near 
the mountain laying plans for their 
attack. Camp- were established along 
their route up the mountain. The 
highest one was at 25,000 feet, only 
a little over 400(1 feet from the sum- 
mit. 

The highest altitude at which a 
camp had been pitched prior to that 
lime was at 23,000 f ee t. On.' explor- 
er was frostbitten and remained in 
camp; the other- reached a point just 
2000 feet from their goal. 

28,200 Feet Reached in ll'JI 

Equipped with oxygen apparatus, 
a few days later, members of the ex- 



pedition reached 27,300 fe.t, before 
they returned to camp. The last 
drive, made a few days after the sec- 
ond attempt, met with disaster. Fresh 
snow added to the climbers' trouble.-. 
Then an avalanche caught the expedi- 
tion and -even men were lost. Thus 
ended the 1922 attempts to scale 
Everest. 

In 1924 another expedition set out 
to conquer the peak. It entered the 
Himalayas by way of Darjeeling, In- 
dia, and used the same base vamp in 

the RongbuV Valley. Hurricanes 
wreaked their •■ '-«'h pjvm the as- 
saulter-, hut the expedition pitched 
a camp at 26,800 feet and a new high 
mark was made by two climbers. 
Some' ell and N irton, w ho reached 
•_'S 200 feet. 

Mallory and Irvine, two seasoned 
members of the expedition, set out in 
another attempt to scale the moun- 
tain. Searching parti. - failed to find 
the climbers when thej broke camp 
and made their descent. Everest had 
claimed two more men.

That mean- concentrated acti- 
vity throughout the "sugar bush" 
ef ' northeastern United States and 
neighboring Canadian Prov inces, says 
a bulletin from the Washington. D. 
('. headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Sap bucket- are 
brought out. and sled.- with tanks 
mounted on them glide into the sugar 
maple forests. 

Making maple syrup and maple 
sugar is purely an American indus- 
try, continue.- the bulletin. 

Indians Made Maple Sugar 
When the colonists pushed hack in- 
to New England as spring opened up 
old Indian trails, they saw Indians 
gashing trees with th.ir tomahawks 
and sap (lowing into hollow logs and 
bark containers. Soon maple sugar 
became the sugar of the early settlers 
even as far south as Virginia and 
Kentucky. 

At first the white men followed the 
Indians' methods of producing maple 
syrup ami sugar. But it was not long 
before they learned that the Indians' 
deep gash in the tree- often injured 
them. Tapping method- were im- 
proved, but the evaporating process 
has changed little except that more 
modern equipment is often used. 
Tap With Augur 
Today the tappers first brush the 
bark with a stiff broom to remove 
dirt and loose particles, and then tap 
the tree in a healthy spot some dis- 
tance from the scar of a previous 
tapping. The Indians lost much of 
the sap because of the large "bleed- 
ing" gash. Modern tappers carry an 
augur which makes a hole onlj three- 
eights to a half inch in diameter in- 
to which i- inserted a spout hading 
lo a bucket. 

Mote than 12,000,000 maple tree- 
are tapped annually. Nearly one- 
half of the trees are in Vermont back- 
yards and forests; nearly one-third 
in New York State. Ohm, ranking 
third, taps 1,300,000 trees; while 
Pennsylvania taps marly a million. 
Michigan, New Hampshire, Wiscon- 
sin, Maine an 1 Massachusetts are 
lesser contributors to the United 
States' maple sap barrel. 

In LD30, an average year, maple 
trees supplied the sugar and syrup 
industry with more than 3,600,000 
gallons of syrup and nearly 2,500,000 
pounds id' sugar, 
"Buddy Sap" from Budding Trees 
When one buys a gallon of maple 
syrup or a pound of maple sugar at 
.-tore or market, it represents a huge 
quantity of sap. One barrel (32 gal- 
lon- 1 produces only about one gallon 
of syrup or about seven an I a half 
pounds of sugar. 

A tree may produce from five to 
to callous of sap during a season. 
One tree can be depended upon to give 
from one to seven pounds of sugar or 
i from one pint to one gallon of syrup. 
The average is, however, about three 
pounds of sugar or three pint.- of 
syrup. 

i Thousands of gallons of syrup and 
i pounds of sugar are produced in New- 
England kitchens, but there a>e many 
large boiling plants throughout the 
j maple sugar region which produce on 
; a large commercial scale. Because 
| of rapid deterioration, sap is trans- 
i ported as quickly a. possible to boil- 
I ing station- where it is placed in 
■ evaporating kettles. 

The best sap is produced early in 
I the season. It is water white, .dear 
I and sweet hut as the season advances 
| it becomes cloudy and yellowish. 
"Buddy sap" is the name applied to 
the late run- of sap. especially that 
running about the time a tree's buds 
hurst. It i- usually green or yellow- 
ish and ha- a peculiar odor. When 
that odor is noted, tapping ceases. 

"Sugarin'-off" is the common ex- 
pression used for making maple sug- 
ar. A certain amount of evaporation 
produces syrup; mote evaporation 
yields suirar. When the evaporation 
has reached a degree satisfactory to 
the sugar-making expert the contents 
of the kettle are poured into moulds 
in which it crystallizes, targe cakes 
of sugar are usually formed in wood- 
en molds; smaller cake- in tins.

Stand in the Propylaea and look at 
the little Temple of Wingless Vic- 
tory, so recently rescued from obli- 
vion, while the lights toward the 
Piraeus, seaport of Athens, dance like 
fireflies in the wide plain. Rest be- 
fore the Porch of the Maidens and see 
those moonlit columns, shaped like 
graceful women, breathe with life. 
Under the high-riding moon, sit on 
the Acropolis wall above the Theatre 
of Dionysus, birthplace of the drama, 
and see the supreme glory of all the 
south side of the Parthenon with 
waving willow boughs gently veiling 
and revealing the beauty of milk- 
white columns stark against a velvet 
sky. 

Silence pervades the spot. The 
most crass of curiosity-seekers is 
hushed by its majesty. Dinner par- 
ties come laughing up the approach 
of the Acropolis and chatter before 
the yellow lantern of the ticket-sell- 
er; but once in the presence of the 
Parthenon they fall silent, and the 
dignity of that immortal shrine to the 
gray-eyed virgin descends on all.

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RIO DE OI!(i: SEW HOME FOR 
SPANISH REVOLUTIONISTS 
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Rio de Oro, Spain's new place of 
exile for leaders of the recent unsuc- 
cessful revolt against the new Span- 
ish Republic, is as grossly misnamed 
as Greenland, says a bulletin from the 
Washington, I), c. headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society. 

Rio <le Oro means River of Gold. 
When Portuguese mariners explored 
the coast of the colony about a half 
century before America was discov- 
U'ed, they sailed into a deep indenta- 
tion or bay where they nut natives 
with a small quantity of gold dust. 
The Portuguese though; their anchor- 
age was the mouth of a great river 
which connected with the Nile and 
that gold was plentiful along its 
hanks. 

Minus Rivers and Gold 

As a matter of fact. Rio de Oro has 
no rivers and the mineral value of the 
udony could probably be figured only 
;n terms ol its nitrate of soda deposits, 
for there an' no known gold or other 
„:« j mineral resources besides soda. 

l ack of water is one of the chief 
reasons why Rio de Oro has shown 
little development in the nearly five 
centuries thai it has been under Eu- 
ropean flags Portuguese and Span- 
ish. Oases and groups of wells infre- 
quently stud the interior which is 
largely an arid, sun-swept land of sand 
and pebbles. Along the coastal low- 
lands a few natives eke out a bare 
existence with small farms and by 
tending small herds; but back on the 
Tirifi plateau which is an extension of 
the Sahara plateau, even stunted trees 
and feeble bushes have difficulty "In 
waging a light for life against the 
elements. Within the colony's bor- 
ders are many salt depressions where 
vegetation cannot live. 

Has No Cities 
Although the colony spreads over 
an area slightly greater than that of 
the State of Michigan, it has no ci- 
ties. Some historians assert that af- 
ter Rio de Oro came under the domi- 
nation of Spain in the new found 
American colonies caused the African 
colony to become an almost forgotten 
land." and thus it got off to a bad 
start. 

There are many villages hugging 
the Rio de Oro coast and throughout 
tln> colony a few small settlements 
have been established, but Villa Cis- 
neros, the capital, is the largest and 
leading town. It has less than 1100 
inhabitants, about sou ,,f whom are 
Moslem natives whose huts are clus- 
tered in the shadow of the town's ci- 
tadel walls. Building cities in Rio de 
Or,, would be a difficult problem even 
under better climatic conditions for 
most of its inhabitants are nomads 
who follow caravans on mere paths 
that traverse the colony.

Neither Europe nor the United States 
figures importantly in mining opera- 
tion.-, although diamonds have been 
found in the Oral Mountains of Rus- 
sia, and in Lapland, and -mall stones 
have come to light in alluvial deposits 
in various parts of the United States.

This is the rm st important piece 
of legislation whe h will come before 
this year's Legislature, and an op- 
portunity will lie riven at these bear- 
ings to all persons interested to pres- 
ent their views on this subject to the 
committee in charge of the bill. The 
revenue from th' new taxes will go 
to the local municipalities ns n means 

of reducing local real estate taxes. 
The following are some of the im- 
portant provisions in this bill: 

Two per cent retail sales tax (gaso- 
line and beer exempted) estimated 
to yield in revenue $10,000,000. 

Six per cent tax on dividends of 
Massachusetts corporations, which 
provision will be retroactive to Jan 
1. 1932, thus imposing the tax on divi- 
dends paid din ing the year 1932. Es- 
timated to yield in revenue $0,000,000. 

Reduction and elimination of cer- 
tain income tax exemptions under the 
present law. Estimated to yield in 
revenue $2,250,000. 

The new bill fixes the exemption 
of a single man at $1500 instead of 
$2000, and would reduce the exemp- 
tion of a married man with a wife 
From $2500 to $2000. This new loll 
also allows additional exemptions of

dren or persons, provided that the to- 
tal exemption does not exceed $3000.

If that expenditure is in the line 
of providing the people with means 
of enlightenment, and enjoyment, they 
should be encouraged in their gifts in 
every way possible.

London's century-old Waterloo

structures for genera; traffic span- 
ning 'in Thames ii. the busiest sec- 
tions ef the British metropolis, says 
a I li'etin from the Washington.

C headquarters of the National {{.->- 
graphic Society. 

Growth of the city's population, 
with the accompanying increase in 
traffic congestion, is chiefly respon- 
sible for the decision to broaden the 
! '-foot-wide structure to accommo- 
date four lanes of vehicles. The fact 
that London's population has in- 
creased by upwards of three-quar- 
ters of a million within the last dec 
•• ti . with a town nearly 'he size of 
Fast St. Louis being added to the 
metropolitan area every year, has 
kept the traffic problem constantly 

to the fore. 

Hru2;:is Musi Keep Pace With City's 
Growth 

Queen Elizabeth began worrying 
about London's growth; and so did 
Charles I and James I. Hut, despite 
royal proclamations against spread- 
ing farther and farther beyond the 
walls, London continued to expand. 
In the first .In years of the l!)th cen- 
tury, its population increased "."> per 
cent and this growth finally resulted 
in a mass of new towns springing up 
around the mother city. 

This was before London got its 
first railroad, but even then some 600 
coaches and other vehicles brought 
50,000 "commuters" daily into the 
city. In our own day, the automobile 
and improved means of communica- 
t on have facilitated the Londoners' 
overflow into outlying areas. 

London's bridges, as a result, have 
been forced to keep pace with the 
city's growth. Of the six which 
spanned the Thames a hundred years 
ago, Waterloo i.- the only one left in 
its original state; the others have 
been replaced by newer and wider 
structures. 

The reluctance of some authorities 
to see this graceful, but narrow, stone 
structure superseded by a steel 
bridge is due in part to the fact that 
ii is considered one of the capital's 
finest architectural masterpieces of 
the past. The bridge is 1240 feet long 
and supported on nine arches 35 
feet high and 120 feet in span, the 
whole distinguished for Doric beauty 
and simplicity, solidity, and magni- 
tude. In widening it. efforts will be 
made to preserve the best architec- 
tural features given it by its designer 
and engineer, John Rennie. 

Brilliant Ceremony al Bridge 
Opening 

Waterloo Bridge commemorates 
Wellington'.-' victory over Napoleon 
and was opened on the second anni- 
versary of the epochal battle, dune 
is, is];, with the great Duke him- 
self in attendance. The scene must 
have been similar to Washington at 
Inauguration tune. Spectators, some 
of them grumbling at the high prices 
charged, tilled nearby windows, roofs 
and terraces, crowded both banks of 
thi' river and jammed the seats built 
in adjacent wharf yards and on the 
bridge itself. Barges and boats cov- 
ered tile Thames. Along the bridge 
is colorful standards of Britain, Rus- 
sia and tin. Netherlands fluttered 
above the heads of brilliantly uni- 
formed Foot, Horse ami Life Guards, 
many of whom bad fought with Wel- 
lington at Waterloo, and who wore 
medals of valor, and laurel decora- 
tions with "Waterloo, 18th June, 
1815," in gold letters. Military bands 
.-truck up rousing marches. Near one 
end of the bridge a "fair" was held 
with swings, cakes, gingerbread ami 
beer, to amuse the populace, 

As cannon began to thunder a sa- 
lute of 202 rounds, to recall the num- 
ber of French guns eantured at Wa- 
terloo, the Prince Regent (later 
George 1VI embarked on the royal 
barge at Whitehall Stairs, The barges 
of the Lord Mayor, the Admiralty, 
tlie Navy, and other government of- 
fices, en.h apt Jopriat ely beflagged, 
followed the royal barge. Landing at 
the Surrey end of the bridge, the 
Prince Reg.-nt, with the Duke of York 
and the Duke id' Wellington, paid the 
toll penny (for Waterloo was a toll 
bridge for many years), and parsed 
over the bridge amid enthusiastic 
cheers. 

During the ceremony the Prince 
Ri gent christened the bridge "Water- 
loo" although it had first been known 
as the Strand bridge, because it was 
designed to link the historic thor- 
oughfare of the Strand with the Sur- 
rey shore on the opposite side of the 
Thanv ■-• Just as patriotic Americans 
named town- f .r Washington and Lin- 
coln, -e patriotic Englishmen of that 
dav named hotels, academies, coaches, 
and bonnets for Waterloo, and streets, 
inns, and boots for Wellington.

Shanhaikwan, the scene <>f clashes 
between Japanese and Chinese troops, 
is oiio df the "key cities of the Far 
East." according to a bulletin from 
the Washington, D. •'. headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society. 

Situated on a narrow coastal plain 
where the only water level trade route 
between China anil Manchuria pierces 
the Great Wall of China, Shanhaikwan 
has for centuries been a place of stra- 
tegic importance far out of propor- 
tion to its 80,000 population and few 
native industries, continues the bul- 
letin, 

Where Great Wall of China Meets 
the Sea 

At Shanhaikwan the Great Wall of 
China drops down from the mountain- 
ous borderland between China proper 
and Manchuria, and after a short run 
across the coastal plait 
the sea, or, rather the Gulf of 
tunir. Here is the best preservi 
ti'-n of the C; r< at Wall, and it 
brate i eastern tr ite, called 
Heaven No. 1 Gate," or "T! 
Gate of the World." 
Once Shanhaikwan 
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become masters of that countrj until 
the Republic was established in liH'2, 
Shanhaikwan was occupied by Allied 
troops during the Boxer Rebellion in 
1900. Here the Allied fores lande i. 
Separate Walls Surround Citj 

The city of Shanhaikwan, \vlr>sv- 
name means "between Mountain and 
Sea" (it lies three miles from the 
mountains .-.ni an equal distance from 
the sea), is roughly divided into three 
parts — tj)..- old walled city, surround d 
by three miles of fortifications 40 
feet high; a walled quarter east of th • 
city propep and outside th.- Greal 
Wall; and a third section >i'.it~id.- tin- 
west irate of the city proper. 

Shanhaikwan owes most of its pres- 
ent importance to the railroad line b- 
: tween Tientsin am 1 . Mukden which 
cuts through the Croat Wall at tills 
point. This is the only rail link b - 
tween China proper and Manchuria, 
ami. with the Chinese Eastern and 
Trans-Siberian railways, it forms part 
of a continuous transcontinental line 
to Europe in normal times. 
I Railroad Runs Through Gap in Wa'l 

The Tientsin-Mukden line was buill 
more than a third of a century ago. 
Popular sentiment in China at. that 
time would not have permitted a 
breach in the Croat Wall for tin- line 
and it would have ended at Shanhaik- 
wan had not a special opening in the 
Wall been at hand. The local -lory 
to account f..r the breach is that a 
Chinese princess, seeking the body of 
her husband who had boon killed in 
the defense of the Wall and buried in 
it, tore down a part of the great struc- 
ture. At any rat;-, through the exist- 
ing trap the railroad was run. 

Few foreigners live in Shanhaikwan. 
but then- are a number of fair hot.-'s 
and Chinese inns, jn addition to the 
railroad yards and places for the out- 
fitting of caravans t.. the in'orim- 
Shanhaikwan is the nearest city of 
importance to the province of Jehol, 
formerly a part of Inner Mongolia, 
which is disputed by both Chinese and 
Japanese forces. 

The chief fortification at Shanhnik- 
wan, known as Shanhaikwan Cist..-, 
was built in 1639, under the Ming Dy- 
nasty, Its st'iut stone walls would be 
nn match today for arttcllery or air- 
plane bombs, but once it served ns a 
secure retreat for Manchu ruJ r~. en 
routp from Peiping to ar/.estral 
shrines in Mukden, or to hunting pre- 
serves along the Sungari River in 
Manchuria. 

Near Shanhaikwan is a good bath- 
ing beach which is one of the summer 
holiday places of North China resi- 
dents.

Where the capacity for 
ffering fades out of the world's 
vast liver of life that (lows from the 
Eternal on to the unnumbered hosts 
that in the sea and on the land and 
in the air live out their checkered anil 
often tragic histories, the thoughtful 
dare not say. If only we could see 
how far reaching in its influence up 
on human character and the very life 
of the nation this humane movement 
is that pleads for kindness, compas- 
-ii n. justice toward all that lives, we 
should honor it with a nobler regard 
and a more generous support. 

More and more the great thinkers 
of the world are recognizing the 
worth and meaning of this ever- 
widening cause for which I am speak- 
ing. "With the growth in the recog- 
nition of mind in animals," says the 
late Rev. Dr. George A. Gordon of 

the New Old South Church ill Hus- 
ton, in his book on "Aspects of the 
Infinite Mystery." ••there has natural- 
ly come the more considerate treat- 
ment of them. The recognition of 
animal sensibility to pain." he con- 
tinues, "has at length become a fore 
in the life of man. Brutal must be 
by who ignores this kinship between 
l is d '-r and the members of his own 
household." 

Again 1 want to quote in closing 
from an editorial in one of Boston's 
hading dailies. The author of the 
words I do not know, but he was a 

man of vision. Writing upon tin- 
very things I have been saying, he 
-aid. "It seems a far cry from con- 
sideration- like these t.i a federation 
of the world, hut inter-national pi-ace 
brgins, if anywhere, in that rever- 
ence for life, for individuality, for 
rcrsonality, which has its roots in 
kindness to animals."

B-own'ng thinker, poet, man of the 
world in the noblest sense, and lover

I; will afford to each of us a 
superb opportunity to become famil- 
iarized with Rotarian tenets and en- 
courage 11- to lend vigorous support 
to such movements for human better- 
men', as are continually being promot- 
ed by Rotary.

Once asrain the circus emerges from 
winter quarters, bringing its wonder- 
land of sawdust and s[> an e,i,. s to 
America's vacant lots. 

There is more actual geography 
within the narrow borders of "the 
country that moves by ninht" than in 
any S'milar space on the face of the 
earth, says a communication to the 
Washington, I>. C. headquarters of the 
I National Geographic Society from 
Francis P>. Kelley. Prom every conti- 
nent ti me its citizens, their faces 
turned toward the open toad where 
I lies the winding trail of the big tops. 
Mairic itonthle of Red Wagons 
Tin- magic rumble of red wairons 
and the clattering hoofs of circusdom's 
; spangled battalions have echoed down 
the corridors of many summers. Yet 
few really know that phant' m white 
1 city; a nomadic world of mystery from 
! hetrinniner to end. In this age of real- 
: ism the circus is a last frontier. 
! Dainty horseback riders from France 

'. am! handsome Russians from the 

Kites 5c and 10c at the Star Office. | steppes; blond Germans with iron bod- 



ies; almond-eyed maid- from Yokoha- 
ma; sun-tanned sheiks from the .shift- 
injr sands of Araby; whip-crackers 
from Australia and hard-riding cow- 
boys ot the western plains — all owe 
allegiance to the country of tents. 

Circus people receive an education 
in geography that might will be the 
envy of any mo who would broaden 
his mental hoi izon. The big shows 
cover thousands of miles in a single 
season, visiting dozens of States and 
frequently foreign cities. The history 
and geography of America is an open 
book to more than one old circus trou- 
per whose actual schooling ended with 
the seventh or eighth grades. 

Animal lent a traveling Zoo 

To towns and cities too small to 
have a zoo, the animal tent, fir me- 
nagerie, of the circus brings a valu- 
able lesson in zoology, Under a sin- 
gle spread of canvas may be hundreds 
of animals and birds— -tigers from 
Bengal, Sumartra and Siberia; lions 
ami leopards from Africa's tangled 
jungles; tall, silent, giraffes from the 
open stretches of Ethiopia; nilgai, 
black buck, aoudad, tapir, ant-eater, 
and gemsbok antelope. 

In the same circus may be Russian 
brown bears, huge black fellows from 
Alaska, and polar bears from Green- 
land's icy mountains. The polar bear, 
oddly enough, suffers less from ex- 
treme heat than do the cat animals. 

Rut the circu-i population does not 
end here. There are hippos from the 
north of Transvaal; orang-utans from 

Borneo; tiny rhesus monkeys with 
pathetic faces anil delicate lungs; 
llamas from the mountains of Peru; 
pumas from North and Smith Ameri- 
ca; macaws from Mexico; sea lions 
from California: and friendly ele- 
phants from India, champion consum- 
ers fif peanuts. 

Africa contributes the familiar rhi- 
no, hyena, and also the "sassiest" of 
circus subjects, the zebra. The Zebra 
thinks with his hind legs and learns 
the simplest tricks with extreme re- 
luctance. Animal keept rs call the ze- 
bra "convict." and a question yet to 
be settled is whether a zebra is white

Sixty years ai^o thi- year, th" con- 
»l ruction ..f the Winchester Water 
Work* was begun and the wat.-r be- 
agan to (ill the North Reservoir <m 
Dec. 5, 1H7.'!, but owing to the par- 
tially completed state of the dam, it 
vaa n</t deemed advisable to till the 
■reservoir until the following year. 
During 1X74 pipes were laid and wa- 
ter was turned on to the piping sys- 
tem >>n the UOth day of September. 

The reservoirs were created by the 
construction of d ams so that certain 
basins could be used for the collection 
and storage of water. They are three 
in number and are known as the 
North, Middle and South Reservoirs. 

The water-shed tributary to the res- 
ervoirs is remarkable in that there is 
tiol a house upon it. 

The reservoirs are so located that 
pumping is necessary for a limited : 
V rtion of the town, the larger part 
l»eit"_' supplied by gravity.

In reservoirs where the basin has 
rot be n cleaned of all stump-, loam, 
and growing matter, it takes from ID 
!■ lli years to reach the same quality 
of water as in a basin that ha- been 
cleared to gravid and in 1879 much 
trouble was experienced with the wa- 
in in the North Reservoir. Different 
authorities were consulted and it as- 
ctrtained that the quality of the wa- 
ter wa- safe for drinking but the taste 
was very disagreeable. Suggestions 
were made that a filtering plant be 
built at the base of the dam, that wa- 
tei be pumped from Mystic Pond, or 
a connection be made with Woburn, 
but nothing was done and when the 
winter came on. the situation cleared 
up. The next year the quality of the 
water was good again.

'and north and including Dykes Mea- 
dow was cut off from the water-shed 
and in this way the town lost about 
r.ne-thi'd of the North Reservoir 
water-shed. 

In 1905 the Water Hoard recom- 
mended the general use of meters as 
a war of conserving water. In l!'ll 
'In Hoard felt the water supply had 
ft ached the limit as the reservoirs 
had not overflowed for some time 
Mr. A. E. Whitney, who controlled all 
'be water rights on the east side of 
the town and was much interested in 
Winchester, released the right to the 
water from Mollje's Brook which 
flowed int.. his mill-pond. The water 
was then diverted to the South Res- 
ervoir. Twenty-five acres of land were 
in this manner added to the South 
Reservoir water-shed. As more mp- 
t. rs were installed the demand on the 
reservoirs lessened and up to this 
time we have had an ample supply 
of water. The town is now complete- 
ly metered. 

On (b t. 22, 1900 the Board ..f Sewer 
Commissioners was abolished and the 
duties were delegated to the Water 
Hoard. 

When the Metropolitan Hark Com- 
mission established a playground near 
'he N' .rth Reservoir more people came 
from Boston and surrounding towns. 
The problem of properly guarding our 
reservoirs developed and after corn- 
sultations with the Metropolitan Park 
Commission it was decided in 1912 to 
lease the reservoir lands for care and 
control to them. This did not prove 
t. be a satisfactory arrangement as I 
they were only interested in the park 
as a recreation center. Tn 1917 the 
Water Roar.! felt that this created a j 
menace to the water supply and. by 
vote of the town, the Water & Sower I 
Heard cancelled th" agreement with, 
the Park Commission and an inspec- 
tor was appointed to report conditions I 
to 'he Board. In ll'lS a forester with 
police powers was appointed to take 
charge of the reservoir grounds. He ; 
was furnished with a horse and a log '

overflow. The Water Hoard has had 
the water system of the town con- 
nected with Arlington and Stoneham, 
who use the Metropolitan water sup- 
pis, and the City of Woburn. having 
an ample supply of its own. Engi- 
neers have made a careful survey of 
the water works and state that the 
consumption of water about equals 
the simply and that in a few years 
we will be obliged to enlarge the 
supply. The Water Department is 
equipped will all the necessary instru- 
ments for keeping accurate records 
of the water supply. 

In 1926 a large real estate develop- 
ment was started on the high land off 
Highland avenue in the southerly part 
of the town known as Symmes Hark. 
It soon developed that there was not j 
an adequate water supply for fire pur- i 
poses and the Water Hoard presented 
two plans to take care of this condi- ' 
ticn: one, to build a new feeder pipe 
from the North Tank, a distance of, 
about 9000 feet, at an approximate; 
cost of $50,000; the other plan wa- to 
erect a storage tank at Symmes Hark 

a cost of $20,000. The Finance | 
Committee recommended to the town i 
the storage tank and in 1929 the town j 
unanimously voted the appropriation 
and it was built. 

In It"'-". 1 the old shop op Vine street 
was sold to the Co-operative Hank! 
and a new shop was purchased on 
Lake street. This shop and garage. 
i< modern in every particular and is 
a great asset to the department. 

There ha- always been a leak at the 
base of the North Dam and in 1930 a 
veil and pump-house was built to re- 
cover this leakage which amounts to 
about 45,000 gallons per 'lay and is 
pumped int.. the east high service. 

In 1930 the Sew. r Department was 
consolidated with the Water Depart- 1 
ment under one superintendent. This I 
was done so that the departments 
could be more economically operated. | 

In 1931 new street plans showing' 
all pin.-, gates and hydrants, and a. 
m w set of service records were com- | 
pleted. 

I'p to 1931 the Collector of Taxes 
made out the water bills, after which 
the Water Department took over the 
v.'ork. The routine of billing is as 
follow-: The water meters are read 
by meter-readers. The readings are 
sntered on ledger cards and a com- 
mitment to the Collector of Taxes is 
made out. The water bills are then 
made and sent to the customers. The 
water-takers have 30 days to pay the 
bill to the Collector. If the bill is not 
raid then, a summons is sent out by 
the Collector with a 20,- charge de- 
manding payment within 10 days or 
the water will be shut off. At the 
t nd of that time, the Collector sen.D 
all unpaid bills to the Water Regis- 
trar's office and a shut-off notice i- 
s. nt to the customer stating the date 
o1 the shut-off, If the bill is not paid, 
a man is sent with a notice stating, 
that the water will bo shut off after 
10 a. m. the next day. which is done 
if the bill still remains unpaid. There 
is a charge of $1.00 for shutting off 
nnd $1.00 for turning on and a deposit 
is required guaranteeing the bill there- 
after. Section fi of the Town bv-laws j 
covers the procedure. 

The Water Department renders a j 
number of services to the pn**tnv*P. j 
Thei" i- an emergency telephone bv | 
which a customer can reach t man I 
night or day in case of troi.v >.

In the passing away of Frank S. 
Pratt on May L'lL one more of Win- 
chester's old time sons has crossed 
the river whence none return. 

Bmn Jan. 2:!. 1850, in the once well 
remembered -Pratt's House" on Ba- 
con street, he is credited with beinc 
the first male child born in Winches- 
ter after it had received its charter 
as a town. 

Educated in its schools and while 
yet quite a young man. he worked for 
years in the felt mill of the late John 
H. Bacon, at whose death the busi- 
ness was carried on by the son. 
Charles X. Bacon. 

Later in life, Mr. Pratt turned to 
mechanics, giving special attention to 
plumbing, continuing at this business 
until no longer able to persue it, He 
served for 2~ years as a call member 
of the Winchester Fire Department. 

It is well known to the writer, that 
Mr. Pratt was perfectly familiar with 
many conditions of lite in the early 
days of the town. For example, who 
In Winchester today knows anything 
about a Middlesex ("anal? Not many 
and yet. it existed, and Mr. Pratt has 
told of the many times he went down 
to the canal to see the boat go past 
and also on several occasions to see 
his father £et aboard to go to Powell. 

Since those far away days, he has 
seen the vanishing of all those old re- 
membered events and places. His 
father. William Pratt, being almost a 
pioneer in the town, watched also its 
progress, and when it became possible 
to have a church of the Unitarian 
faith, identified himself with it. In 
a like manner Mr. Frank Pratt be- 
came an ardent attendant (and this 
interest never diminished even with 
the transferrin"; his home life to the 
residence of a brother living in Som- 
erville) and it was a familiar si^rht to 
see him nearly every Sunday, all the 
way from Somerville, in his accus- 
tomed pew, two seats back from the 
front of the church. He loved his na- 
tive town, every tree and stone in it! 

Mr. Pratt was a widower. He 
leaves three daughters, Lucy Norton 
'Mrs. Henry) of North Anson, Me.; 
Lillian T. Pratt of Somerville and 
Adelaide Symmes (Mrs. Robert) of 
Swampscott; also two sons, Frank L. 
Pratt of Burlington and Clifford E. 
Pratt of Madison. X. H. Two broth- 
ers, George E, Pratt of Winchester 
and Walter G. Pratt of Somerville al- 
so survive with seven grandchildren 
and .me great grandchild. 

Funeral services were held on Wed- 
nesday afternoon in Meyer Chapel at 
the Unitarian Church, with the min- 
ister. Rev. George Hale Reed, officiat- 
ing.

Andrew Willi-: Bryne, prominent 
contractor ami chairman of the Hart- 
ford, Conn., board of relief, who died 

Saturday morning .at his home in that 
city of a cerebral hemorrhage aftei a 
two week-' illness with heart disease, 
was the brother of former Selectman 
George M. Bryne of thi- town. His 
death occurred three days after that 
of his wife, Clara M. (Coe) Bryne, 
whose funeral took place only a few 
hours after her husband's fatal attack. 

The late Mr. Bryne was a native of 
Truro and 71 years of age. He was 
president of A. W. Bryne & Son, Inc., 
specializing in heavy contracting, and 
was prominent in Hartford political 
circles, serving as Alderman for two 
year- and being tin- Republican nomi- 
nee for senator from the First Con- 
necticut District in 1932. He had been 
a member of the Hartford board of re- 
lief since and previous to taking 
up residence in that city in 1907 en- 
gaged in the construction business in 
Boston. 

The deceased was a member of the 
Son- ami Daughters of the Pilgrims, 
Hartford Rotary and of the Hartford 
Lodge of Elks. Besides Mr. Bryne 
he leaves four sons, two daughters, 
throe brothers, a sister and five grand- 
children.

Dear Folks: 

1 guess I am overdue on a letter by ' 
about two week-, but I have sure been | 
busy. Running double sections all 
the time and today we have four sec- 1 
tions "ii the I p. m. trip. I am due 
out on the first section. 

Just got your pictures of the ship i 
and crew at Boston and will give the j 
prints to William-. Neff and Gimple I 
as soon as I see them. 1 had just 
arrived from Cleveland at Newark 1 
when the -hip got in from Boston 
la-t Sunday. Glad you met "Pill" 
Williams, as he is about the best bad 
weather pilot in the country. Been 
flying since 1921 and ha- close to 
12,000 hours, and is one of seven pi- 
lots in the country who has over 
1,000,000 mile.- of flying to his credit. 

I sure have had a number of inter- 
esting trips since I wrote la-t. On 
the 20th of last month. I 1* ft Cleve- 
land at 1:30 p. m. with Williams and 
we had good going for about 200 miles 
and then saw a huge thunderstorm 
across our course. Black as night to 
the south and just a constant display 
of lightning- We flew up and down 
it looking for a light spot to get 
through and then turned north and 
flew about 40 miles trying to get 
around it. "Pill" took the ship finally 
ami looked at the storm right off to 
our right and then turned and we 
plowed into it. Went blind immedi- 
ately due to very heavy rain. Not 
very rough for about in minutes and 
then socko, the storm just seemed to 
reach < Ut and try to pull the ship 
apart. "Hill" had quite a job keep- 
ing the -hip riirht side up. flying by 
instruments, and the lightning was 
awful. It just smashed down all 
around the -hip. and was so close 
that you could smell the ozone from 
it. We got in a down draft and with 
full motors we couldn't hold altitude 
and went from 5000 to 3100 feet. We 
were over the mountains which reach 
to about 2900 at that point. Finally 
trot no to 4000 and then a big flash 
of lirht went all over the instrument 
board and "Pill" pulled the throttles 
shut and down we came again. By 
that time I wasn't tit to eat. What 
had happened was, that "Bill" had 
hit a button with his elbow that flash- 
es the lights on. We both thought 
that the ship had been struck by 
htning. And then the generator 
burned out and we could -moll it . 
burning, and that didn't make us ex- 
tra happy. Finally got through in '-!"> 
minutes, but it sure was a hectic time. 
"Bill' said afterwards that he thought 
that he could get through in five min- > 
utes or so. That storm hit Newark 
that night at 7 p. m. It travelled 2">0 
miles in about four hours. 

About five days later left Newark 
at '.) p. m. in one of the new Boeings. 
Hit a thunderstorm out about HO 
miles and tried to get south of it. 
That ship sure gives you a beating 
in rough air. We had the air speed, 
up to the peg at 190 miles per hour,, 
trying to hold altitude in an updraft 
that was taking us up 2500 feet a| 
minute. Finally we turned and land- 
ed at Camden airport at 4 p. m. Got' 
passengers out and into passenger 
Station and taxied the ship to one. 
^i(le, ar. d went into weather bureau.

Came out in 
a minute and saw that this storm was 
almost on us. Too late to start mo- 
tors, so we tailed the ship into the 
wind and blocked the wheels. Was 
with Maris, and we were in the ship 
when it hit. Swung the ship right 
around so it headed into the wind and 
we got out and blocked the wheels 
again, and four of us hung on to the 
tail trying to keep it on the ground. 
Perhaps ymi read about thi< storm In 
the papers. It was the 24th. It was' 
terrific. Worse storm ever to hit Phil- 
adelphia and ('. imden. Rain, light- 
ning and the wind was just like a 1 
hurricane, Naval station right be-, 
side the field reported x " knot-, which 
is nearly 90 mile- an hour. The tail 
of the ship would raise about three 
feet and then settle. Finally the cen- 
ter of the storm hit and the tail came 
up. pulled us off the ground and the 
ship jumped the blocks and started 
backward- across the field. We hung 
on for abuit 25 yards and then fell 
off. and the ship disappeared. We were 
blown off our feet and rolled in th" 
mud and in general had a heck of a 
time. We were only Km yards out on 
the field, but couldn't see the hangar 
line, and after struggling in against 
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pump house. I couldn't nave oeen 

Wetter if I'd fallen in the lake. Money 
in my bill fold was even soaked 
through. In about '_'•") minutes the 
storm abated and we went and trot 
cars and found the -hip had backed 
all the way across the field and into a 
wire fence, and busted the left eleva- 
tor and bent the servo flap, on the 
rudder, a little. That was all the 
damage, and we were lucky the ship 
wasn't wrecked. The storm killed in 
people and caused over a million in 
damage. A T p. m, another ship came 
down from Newark and flew our pas- , 
sengers through to Cleveland. We 
borrowed clothes and stayed in Cam- 
den that night, .and then came up to 
Newark next day on Fa-tern Air 
Transport and I went out at p. m. 
I am sending you some Camden and 
Philadelphia paper- that give an ac- 
count of the storm. 

The company has hired about 1" 
new co-pilots, and on May 11th we put 
on new schedule- from New York to 
Chicago. Out of New York they will 
h ave at 8 a. m.. 11 :"i> a. m.. 12:15 p. 
m.. 4 p. m., •"> p. m., 9:20 p. m. and 
1 :30 a. m. 

The company has recently added to 
its fleet 35 new high speed Boeing 
monoplanes, and this will cut the i 
transcontinental flying time by about , 
10 hour<. They are planning to in- 
augurate service from Boston to San- 
Francisco beginning Sunday, June ll. j 
Pass.-ntrer- can have their breakfast 
in Boston and arrive in Portland. Ore- 
con "r San Francisco in time to have 
their lunch the next day. These planes j 
are the fastest monoplanes that have 
ever been built for passenger serv- 
ice. They will carry 10 passengers, | 
800 pounds of mail and express mat- I 
ter There will be a pilot, mate and 
stewardess. Their full load of fuel 
is 3''>2 gallon? and have a cruising 
speed of ISO miles an hour. The planes 



have a spread of their wiir.r^ of 74 
feet, are 52 feet long and weight of 
six and one-half ton- with the ordi- 
nary load of passengers. They han- 
dle very easily and are much different 
to drive than the old tri-motors, All 
of these planes ate equipped with two 
motors; one motor i- strong enough 
to carry the plane along, and tin y can 
climb in ordinary weather on one mo- 
tor, about 800 feet a minute. 

I have got to go out on the field 
now to start on my Newark trip, ami 
will say good bye for the time being.

The meek in heart in- 
herit this compound or spiritual idea 
of God, which includes all right ideas. 
They are learning that in divine Mind 
are' to be found all true, enduring, 
useful ideas, and that there exists the 
right idea concerning every human 
condition, which whe n rightly aoplied 
will correct, adjust, or heal that con- 
dition. This is Indeed a royal inheri- 
tance. 

As an instance of the beneficent use 
of this inheritance: a man out of work 
through the failure of his employers, 
Mid who was about to lose his home 
through foreclosure, came for counsel 
to an acquaintance who was a student 
of Christian Science. The latter rec- 
ognized his caller as an expert sign 
painter and sign writer, who for a 
long period had had very little work 
at his trade. He knew instantly that 
all the man needed was a right idea. 
He greatly desired to help him in his 
trouble, and as they conversed he 
prayed— he reached out to divine Mind 
i to find the needed right idea. In a 
i flash it came to him, and he asked the 
! sign painter if as he went through the 
town he had not seen that many of the 
signs over the stores and in the win- 
dows were old. worn, lacking in beau- 
ty, which he because of his expert 
knowledge could greatly improve'. He 
recommended that hi' carefully ob- 
serve -in h instances of need and that 
he prepare and without urgent solici- 
tation offer sketches designed to meet 
each case, calling later for a decision. 
The man was amazed tiiat one who 
knew nothing of sign painting should 
have thought of an idea which had not 
come' to him. He followed the recom- 
mendation and soon had more work 
than he could do himself, and gave 
work to another sign painter out of a 

job, 

THE SCIENCE of HEALING 
It was because Jesus taught

If this system were not 
the spontaneous utterance of eternal 
Truth, it would have made no impres- 
sion in the earth. It is the same 
Christ-light illuminating human lives, 
teaching the right knowledge of Cod 
and man and the availability of that 
knowledge to restore peace and health 
to all mankind. 

When Jesus finished his discouse it 
is written that "when he came down 
from the mountain, great multitudes 
followed him." The light of his spir- 
itual understanding he brought to 
humble listeners, and health! their 
sorrows, their sicknesses, and their

Clarence H. I>empsey, the new su- 
perintendent of schools in Arlington, 
and formerly state superintendent of 
education in Vermont, is a firm be- 
liever in the educational potency of 
home and school co-operation. And 
it is almost axiomatic in the National 
Congress of Parents and Teachers 
that the interest of the superintendent 
is essential to the success of parent- 
teacher associations in the schools un- 
der his supervision. 

In Arlington little organizing work 
; had been done until this year when 
' ] parent - teacher associations w ere 
! formed at the Junior High School Cen- 
ter, and at the Brackett, Hardy, Cros- 
by, and Parmenter schools. An in- 
l formal association has been function- 
i intr at the Junior High School West 
for several years. 

Superintendent Dempsey reports 
that these new associations promise 
to develop into really constructive or- 
ganizations, and that the aroused in- 
terest of parents will be particularly 
helpful to the school department in 
maintaining excellent schools during 
this period of trial. His own attitude 
toward the movement is expressed in 
these words: 

"I have for many years had more 
or less intimate dealings with par- 
ent-teacher associations, and I have 
not only heartily approved of them, 
but have taken an active part in their 
organization, for I have seen the ben- 
eficial results coming from well-or- 
ganized and well-conducted parent- 
teacher associations, and know that j 
they can be of very great service." 

In expressing this conviction Super-] 
intendent Dempsey is in distinguished 1 
company. Prom the president of 
Teachers College. Columbia, comes j 
this testimony: 

"I cannot conceive of a really good 
school hoping to alter the behavior of 
children, to change their lines of i 
thinking and action in both the insti- 
tutions to which they belong (the , 
home and the school I without constant 
co-operation of the parents and teach- | 

ers." I 
The president of the Michigan State j 
Normal School at Ypsilanti says: 

"The P, T. A. has become one of the 
mo«t important factors in modern ed- 
ucation. The BChoolhouse has become 
the new community center. The par- 
ent and the teacher have become part- 
ners in the task of educating the child 
to fit into a new social order. Every 
teacher in country and town should 
know how to organize and carry for- 
ward a P. T. A." 

The same general opinion has been j 
repeatedly expressed by educators.! 
from university presidents to super- ' 
intendents of local school systems. 
The parent-teacher association is dem- 
onstrating that in the field of child I 
welfare, as in every other field of 
human activity, co-operation is the 
keynote of progress.

The New York Sun contains the 
following story about Congressman 
Edith Nourse Rogers «>f Lowell. 

Anyone who has ever seen .Mrs. 
Edith Nourse Rogers, Representative 
from Massachusetts, talking with a 
World War veteran, perhaps on 
crutches or minus an arm, or talked 
with her on her return from a trip of 
inspection tii ;i veterans' hospital, 
knows that here is one person whose 
whole heart is in her work. 

The sympathetic interest and ca- 
pacity for real continuing hard work 
that won her. before she knew the 
floor of the House, the title of "Angel 
of Walter Reed Hospital." has never 
failed or slackened. 

For four administrations she has 
had the unique post of persona! repre- 
sentative of the President for the care 
of ex-service men. In 1922 President 
Harding first appointed her to this 
post, which carried with it the inspec- 
tion of all government war veterans' 
hospitals. Tlu' appointment was re- 
newed by Presidents Collidgc and 
Hoover. There is no salary connected 
with the post. 

Bach year when members of Con- 
gress are enjoying their slimmer va- 
cations. Mrs. Rogers has spent three 
months touring the country to inspect 
the veterans' hospitals. In her last 
trip she visited 55 hospitals, covering 
20,000 miles by train, airplane or au- 
tomobile. Whenever possible she tlies, 
preferring this mode of travel. 

Now they arc saying that Mrs. Rog- 
ers has lost her job, because President 
Roosevelt has not reappointed her. He 
has not appointed anyone else to the 
task. It was distinctly her own, given 
because of her work with and for her 
"boys." 

Returning from her last survey, she 
recommended: Establishment of a per- 
manent medical and nursing staff — 
like those of the Army and Navy— for 
veterans' hospitals. Continued care 
of veterans in government controlled 
hospitals, since she found that they 
greatly preferred government care. 

Mrs. Rogers predicts that the peak 
of hospitalization will lie reached in 
1059, when 100,000 veteran- will re- 
quire hospital care.

days, and we wish to express our ap- 
preciation for all that you have done 
for us. 

In seeking a subject for our gradua- 
tion exercises, we felt that there was 
nothing in which we were more inter* 
ested than schools in the past and now, 
here and elsewhere. We have chosen, 
therefore, several differenl phases of 
education for discussion this evening. 

The schools of America are the off- 
spring of European institutions, and 
have their root- deep in the social soil 
of the lands from which the Colonists 
came, therefore tho seventeenth cen- 
tury in American education is largely 
a period of "transplantation.'' nut to- 
wards the middle of the lsth century, 
as new social and political conditions 
were coming to the front and the days 
of the Revolution were approaching, 
the American schools seemed to he 
tending toward a type of their own. 
America has lone; stood, in theory at 
least, for equality of opportunity, ami 
this idea is apparent in its views of 
education, The distinguishing char- 
acteristic of the American schools has 
been, throughout, the attempt of a 
free people to educate themselves, and, 
through their elected representatives, 
the people of the various state- have 
come to initiate, regulate, and control 
their own systems of education. Al- 
though the purely American idea of 
education cannot be fully discerned 
until almost the middle of '.he LOth 
century, there can be clearly distin- 
guished for three-quarters of a c< n- 
tury before "a period of transition" 
from the inherited ideals 
America today. This

Looking back at the little red -chool 
house, some otherwise realistic busi- 
ness men are urginjr us to go back to 
the school of 181)0 and discard "fads 
and frills." They would not discard 
the results of research in industry or 
discoveries which modern science has 
provided in matters of health. It 
would be ju-t as foolish to do away 
with educational advances. 

Youth is facing irreparable injury 
in being handicapped in facing a world 
which demands, in order to cope with 
it, all the resourcefulness and intelli- 
gence which can be mustered. While 
such is happening, To cents of every 
taxpayer's dollar paid to the Federal 
Government goes toward payment of 
past wars and preparation for future 
ones. Throughout the nation we are 
trying to balance the budgets by slash- 
ing the things which made for a truly 
strong nation — primarily education. 
The trend of the present time is such, 
indeed, that one educator makes the 
following drastic statement a seem- 
ingly exaggerated one to the casual 
nadir: "The richest and most power- 
ful country on earth is slipping back 
into the middle aires from the high 
educational levels attained in the mod- 
ern era." 

Picture a 1933 boy coming to school, 
eager to learn, only to read this upon 
the school door —"Closed." In 1953 
this same boy is looking for work; but 

everywhere he roads this "no un- 
skilled labor wanted." Is education a 
luxury or a fundamental necessity? 

We must go on In the fields of 
cation, for to go hack is fatal. 
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many places, the only practical one; 
and was followed, since the expense 
of separate establishments was out of 
the question. Where possible, sepa- 
rate schools were maintained, as in 
Boston and the older coast cities; and 
in some instances remain until today. 
When this was done, the uirls were the 
sufferers, so far as the character of 
the work wa- concerned, for it was 
ni't of so hitrh a standard in the girls' 
high school as in the boys'.

The Richardson Family is doubtless 
of Norman origin, as the name Rich- 
ardson was not found in England un- 
til after the Xorman Conquest, before 
which time surnames were seldom 
used. There were many Richards 
among the Normans and the first men- 
tion of Richard-son in England was 
in the 1">th century, when the name of 
John Richardson, son of Richard the 
Little occurs. The name is spread all 
over England. Scotland. Wales and 
Ireland, and there are many branches 
in America with various Coats of 
Arms, etc. 

The first mention of the name in 
America occurs in 1630. Ezekial 
Richardson came over in the fleet with 
Winthrop and his brothers, Samuel 
and Thomas, came in 1''.:'.'!. These 
three brothers with four others were 
the founders of Woburn and what L 
now Winchester. Ezekiel and his wife 1 
became members of the Charlestown 
Church in 1630. He was admitted a 
Freeman of the Colony in 1631, He 
was evidently a man of prominence 
and was granted land in what is now 
Maiden. 

Charlestown wished to extend her 
territory so in l'UO the Church of 
Charlestown chose seven men as com- 
missioners or agents to establish a 
new church and town upon new land,

WORLD GOVERNMENT CHANGES 
IN 1M2 



Removal of mandate restrictions 
from Iraq and its erection into an in- 
dependent stiite, was one of the out- 
standing changes affecting the world's 
family of nations during the past , 
year, according to a bulletin from the 
National Geographic Society's head- 
quarters in Washington, D. C. Among 
thi! other important changes listed in 
the summary tire the creation of Man- 
choukuo, the setting up of Catalonia 
;:s an autonomous unit within the 
Spanish Republic, and the granting 
of a constitution by the king id' Siam. 

Iraq First Mandated Area to lie- 
come Independent 

Iraq is the first of the group of 
mar dated territories established fol- 
lowing the World War to graduate in- 1 
to the group of independent nations, 
say.-, the bulletin. Great Britain gave 
up all of its special privileges as 
holder of the mandate, and the new 



state became a full fledged member I 
of t!.' League of Nations. 

Following Japanese occupation of 
Manchuria, that territory, together 
with the Province id' Jehol to the 
vest, was made into the state of Man- 
choukuo with I'll Yi, one time licit 10 
the Chinese Empire, as ruler. West-, 
i i n powers have not officially recog- 
nized the new state. 

The granting of autonomy to Cata- 
lonia, made up of the four provinces 
of northeastern Spain, fulfilled the as- 
pirations which the Catalonians have 
(.eld for centuries. The newly em- 
powered state has a unique status 
among the major divisions of the 
Spanish Republic, It has its own 
president, parliament, cabinet, and 
courts, and will collect its own taxes. 
Foreign affairs, however, will remain 
under control of the central govern- 
ment at Madrid. 

Constitution Granted Siamese 
After an almost bloodless revolu- 
tion during the past summer. King 
Prajadhipok of Siam promised a con- 
stitution. This new charter for the 
Siamese was made public on Nov. 111. 

In Arabia no major changes in 
boundaries or sovereignties took 
[dace during the year, but the prin- 
cipal state of thi' peninsula received 
an entirely new name. The coun- 
try embracing all of central Arabia 
and extending from the Red Sea to 
the Persian Gulf, formerly known as 
the Kingdoms of the Hejaz and Nejd, 



was, early in October, given the 
title. "Kingdom of Saudi Arabia." 
Noah'- Mountain Becomes Wholly 
Turkish 

Ararat, one of the most famous 
mountains in the world, changed 
hands during 1932. The mountain 
was traded to Turkey by Persia in 
exchange for a strip of territory 
alone; the Turkish-Persian border to 
the south. 

Next to the tight inj, r in Manchuria, 
the longest continued military con- 
flict during 1932 over boundaries or 
sovereignties has been that in the 
Gran Chaco of South America be- 
tween Bolivia and Paraguay. Each 
contestant demands that i's tit.ie to 
tiii.; large region smith of the center 
of the continent shall be recognized. 
In late weeks spirited lighting has 
continued along the string of ofrts 
which extends through the center of 
the Chile >. 

Since June 1. Chile has had live 
changes in presidents, and for a time 
was ruled by a socialistic regime. 
The changes have all been effected 
other than by elections, hut little 
lighting has occurred. 

The iatest armed contest over ter- 
ritory in South America began in 
August on the Putumayo River, one 
of the headwater streams of the 
Amazon system. The dispute was 
initiated, when Peruvian citizens 
seized the town of Leticia from Co- 
lombia. The community is still in 



the hand- of Peruvians. 

In the Near East a dispute between 
Syria and Iraq over their common 
boundary line between the Euphrates 
and Tigris rivers was advanced to- 
ward solution by a report of the S.V- 
ro-Iraqi Frontier Commission to the 
League of Nations, recommending a 
iine which lay between those claimed 
bj the two contestants. 

A frontier contest which involved 
the operation of customs between 
France and Switzerland was settled 
amicably by a decision of the Court 
of International Justice at The Hague 
('s Gravenhage) during June. The 
decision was in favor of Switzerland 
and operated to permit a free cus- 
toms zone near Geneva, but in 
French territory. France formally 
accepted the decision in September 
and ordered the withdrawal of bet- 
customs officials from the zone. 

Work toward solution of the 
boundary dispute between Guate- 
mala and Honduras in Central Amer- 
ica, was carried toward a decision by 
tin arbitration commission headed by 

Chief Justice Hughes. The V. S. 

War Department played an im- 
portant part in this work by as- 
signing Army Air Corps dyers last 
summer to prepare an aerial map of 
the disputed lino. 

The controversy between Norway 
and Denmark over portions of th« 
east coast of Greenland is still under 
consideration by the Couit of Inter- 
national .lo. tlco :,t Tha ILnrn,.

Many Errant Rivers 
1 The problem along the Rio Grande 
j is a common one with rivers in all 
- parts of the world that run through 
: arid regions, says a bulletin from the 
Washington, l». C. headquarters of the 
j National Geographic Society. "Very! 
j light alluvial soil gathers in a wide, 
| level flood plain; Hoods come suddenly 
because of the quick run-off from the 
ban- mountains and hills; and the 
I swirling waters cut new channels 
through the easily yielding soil with 
j almost ev ery major rise. 

For ages the Rio Grande wandered ' 
I at will across the broad valley that ; 
| lies just above Fl Paso, as well as 
over the equally wide valley that lies 
I below the city. A careful observer 
I driving over the valleys can see almost 
| obliterated channels of the past far 
' from the present river. Maps since 
1850, when the earliest American sur- 
veys were made, show a confusing 
maze id' looping and intersecting lines 
that represent the dim ghosts id' Rio 
Grandes of J.">, oil. To and SO years 
ago. 

River Changes Jumbled Property 
Titles 

As the Rio Grande has been the 
boundary since I860 between Texas ; 
and New Mexico, and since 18.'!.") be- 
t tween Texas and Old Mexico, the wan- 
tasks ' derings of tin- river in the two valleys I 
near El Paso have caused constant in- 
ter-governmental disputes and have 
played havoc with property titles. In 
the upper valley, the problems have 
been domestic. Innumerable law suits 
between property owners sprang from 
the erratic river changes. 

Finally the States of New Mexico 
and Texas became involved and took 
the whole tangled matter to the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court. It was not 
until that tribunal handed down its 
decision in 1928 that numerous resi- 
dents in Fl l'aso's upper valley knew 
what state they were living in. For

If a fairy granted you for a whole 
day power of seeing 300 years hence, 
but at the cost of forever forgetting 
Ihe [last, would you accept? No, you 
would not make that choice, because 
being interesting in the past is being 
interested in our selves. We are the 
past,— our hearts, our brains and spir- 
it. Man may fly to the planets, but 
he will always be interested in the 
one-horse shay. 

We want to know all about Win- 
chester and Woburn. We want, to 
know all about Plain street. You ask 
where it is— why it is Cambridge 
street. Sewall of Woburn says the 
street was laid out as Plain street in 
1646. 

Who has lived on Plain street or 
owned property here? 

Squa Sachem, the Indian Queen, who 
gave the first deed of property here- 
abouts. She indeed cherished her pos- 
sessions about Mystic Lake, but she 
gave of her lands to Jotham Gibons 
and tu Increase Nowell among others. 
There are copies of deeds and plans re- 
lating to this early ownership of prop- 
erty. The Indians did indeed own our 
Hills on the West Side, they used 
their hows and arrows there. Arrow- 
heads have been plowed up in thi--i' 
hills by members of the Varnum P. 
Locke family. 

Increase Nowell owned property 
south of the Church and High street 
line (generally speaking). Although 
prominent in church affairs, he was ac- 
tive in the daily business life of men. 
He knew men who lived on Andrews 
Hill, — at least he witnessed their 
deeds when they sold their homes. A 
copy of such a deed is that of John 
Greene who sold his house in 1649; 
also a map showing the relative loca- 
tion of two house-; arid barn owned by 
families of Greene and Carter in 1664. 



You know that Richard Gardner I 
bought the Increase Nowell property i 
below Church street. He also lived at 
what is now 134 Cambridge street.' 
i There is still covered up here the ^ 
remains of a cellar of a house and 
of a barn on the shore of Winchester i 
Pond.) Sewall of Woburn says the I 
site is "4(i rods" from Cambridge 
street. John Swan came to live at 
the Winchester Country Club site in 
i 

Who else lived on Plain street? 
Among others, men who fought in the 
Revolution.— Col. Bill Russell; Heze- 
kiah Wyman ("Famous White Horse- 
man of 1775"). Edmund Parker. 
Major William Johnson who fought 
in the French and Indian Wars. 
Later on, Loring Emerson lived 
in this neighborhood. He was a 
member of the first Beard of Se- 
lectmen in Winchester; Samuel W. 
McCall, Samuel J. Elder, Samuel W. 
Twombly, Thomas Little, Joseph Pur- 
rington, Stephen Swan Langley, 
Frederic S. Snyder, Edward H. Stone. 
Varnum P. Locke and Edward H. Rus- 
sell who developed large and produc- 
tive farms. 

At the upper end of Plain street in 
• the neighborhood of what we call the 
Four Corners was the home of Ed- 
ward Johnson (Father of Woburn I. 
The Woburn records say that "Ed- 
ward Johnson had a wigwam in the 
vicinity of Plain street." William 
Locke, ancestor of the Lockes of the 
West Side of Winchester built a home 
in this neighborhood about the time 
Plain street was laid out.

The Ministers ami 
their staffs are aide to travel to Nan- 
king and Shanghai a: their conven- 
ience on good trains or by air. s,, are 
r.ot disposed to abandon the costly and 
comfortable properties in the Lega- 
tion Quarter in the southern portion 
of the Tatar City. 

Traffic in Peiping is colorful and 
varied. Camel caravans, two-wheeled 
"Peking" carts, automobiles, and ri- 
kishas, together with pedestrians and) 
burdened coolies, jostle each other on 
the streets and at the narrow apera- 
tures of the jrates. Almost every day 
countless wedding and funeral pro- 
cessions move along the streets with 
their palanquins and all the red and 
tinsel (.'litter that China assembles 
around these two important events. 
In truth, no city in tho world has u 
more picturesque and varied trahV. 

But Peiping, although it is no l"rur- 
er the capital of China, lives not en- 
tirely in the past. It has excellent 
colleges and libraries that make it tt 
leading cultural center for the coun- 
try. Through the help of the Rocke- 
feller inundation it also has an effi- 
cient hospital and medical school for 
the training of Chinese doctors and 
nurses.

One hundred and fifty-three of 
Winchester'.* 232 town meeting mem- 
bers added nearly $50,000 to the ap- 
propriations made in March at the 
special session of town meeting held 
Tuesday evening in the town hall. 

Moderator George Hayward presid- 
ed and the tellers appointed to serve 
were Messrs, Elliott Cameron, .lame* 
Cullen, Robert K. Fay and Robert M. 
Stone. 

In genera) the meeting was unin- 
teresting, most of the appropriations 
asked for under the articles in the 
warrant lit'intr voted without debate 

in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of the Finance Committee, re p- 
resented by its new chairman. Mr. A. 
K. < 'omins. 

Only under the articles dealing with 
tiie Aberjona campaign and the re- 
building of Highland avenue was there 
much of any discussion, and in these' 
cases there- was little real opposition 
to the projects. 

Under article one, additional appro- 
priations wi le' voted as follows: Tew n 
Hall. :?l!7o; Election and Registration, 
$525; Board of Public Welfare, $3500; 
Pensions and Annuities. $1348.20 (with 
a transfer of $482.0'! from the Insur- 
ance Account); Gypsy and Drown Tail 
Moth and Shade Trees, $1650; and 
Soldiers' Relief, $:!(iui>. 

These appropriations were voted 
virtually without opposition, though 
where necessary, explanations were 
made' by departmental heads or by Mr. 
('omins. 

Article 10 was taken up after the 
first article and a motion introduced 
asking for an appropriation of .*7.*>oti 
in addition to the $25,000 voted in 
March to rebuild Highland avenue. 
It was pointed out by Mr. Comins that 
the State has appropriated $32,5500 
for this work, but that the County ha* 
no funds available for the project at 
this time. 

Mr. Comins also explained that the 
project will materially assist the 
town's unemployment campaign and 
decrease the appropriation necessary 

for its continuance. There was some 
discussion, in which Mr. Cullen, Mr. 
Lamed, Mr. Scott, Mr. Boyden and 
Mr. Maguire participated, during 
which it was brought out that about 
$30,000 w ill be expended in labor for 
the job and that certain members of 

the Highway Department will be em- 
ployed as key men with about 50 eif 
the town's unemployed. Moderator 
Hayward. in reply to repeated ques- 
tioning, stated that the State had set 
45c per hour as the maximum wage. 

Mr. Blaisdell felt that in going 
ahead without the County assistance 
the town is establishing a bad prece- 
dent, anil that it is within the bounds 
. f reason that in the future as a con- 
sequence the town may not pet money 
which is its due from the State.

One of the fiercest of these 
I struggles began with the Norsemen 
away back in the ninth century. 
Their strange, dragon-prowed gal- 
1 leya swooped down upon the French 
coasts, and the frolicsome Vikings 
I came inland, killing, burning, and de- 
1 stroying in true pirate fashion. 
1 It took them about a century to se- 
cure more than a mere toehold; but 
then Kinn' Charles the Simple did a 
wise thing and made the pirates wel- 
come. They settled thickly along the 
lower reaches of the Seine and made 
Rouen their capital, And the Norse- 
men were no mere freebooters, Un- 
der Rollo the Ganger they fathered 
the .Normans, who conquered Eng- 
land in 1066, and gave their name t 1 
thw rich and desirable region. 

The story ..1* their conquest of Eng- 
land reposes safely under glass to- 
day, after a somewhat stormy career, 
in the placid little city of Bayeux, one 
of William the Conqueror's towns. 
Bayeux's quaint old houses cling 
about the handsome cathedral as 
barnacles grow upon a r.'.-k. and 
through the meadows all about mean- 
ders a sleepy little stream gemmed 
with lilies. 

But it is the "tapestry" in the mu- 
seum that makes Bayeu.x a magnet. 
No more original nor curious history 
of a war was ever wrought than this 
seamless strip of plain linen nol 
tapestry at all --ill feet long, by 20 
inches wide, covered with vivid 
sketches in worsted embroidery of 
eight colors. Clearly and in greal de- 
tail the .18 scenes tell the story of tin- 
preparation nl' William the Con- 
queror's tleet and the Battle of Hast- 
ings. The needle sketches are rude 
and simple, hardly more than mere 
artistic shorthand suggestions; but 
they were done with such fidelity to 
the facts and such dash that they 
move us even yet as no nfere written 
account can.

It reached a climax of 
activity during the World War, when 
Hampton Roads gave anchorage to aa 
many a- 1000 -hips.

The site of the sanatorium ami

PARENT-TEACHER NEWS 

An outdoor play day is a fitting and 
happy climax of the school and parent- 
teacher year. Many associations are 
regularly featuring the June picnic 
when parents, teachers, and pupils en- 
joy an informal good time together in 
the open. Play day fosters good com- 
radeship and closer acquaintanceships) 
and leads the way toward better co- 
operation during the following par- 
ent-teacher year. 

This spring Miss Maty J. Riven of 
the National Recreation Association 
laid out a very interesting program 
tor parent-teacher associations to fol- 
low. 

Miss Breen thinks that the Lest time 
for the outdoor play .lay is between 
11 and 4 — short enough for the young- 
est children. giving plenty of time for 
preparing lunches, and for assembling 
in the morning, and giving the moth- 
ers time to return home and prepare 
the evening meal. 

A nearby park is the best place for 
the play day, though it may lie held 
on the school grounds if they are 
large. A committee on arrangements 
is essential in order that the proper 
publicity may be given, that play 
equipment may be gathered and trans- 
ported, and that children and grown- 
ups may be grouped. 

Another duty of the committee on 
arrangements is to select parents and 
teachers to servo on the play loaders' 
anil luncheon committee. 

The play leaders' committee should 
consist of three or four members for 
each group of children It should care- 
fully make its plans and be responsi- 
ble for the children's safety and hap- 
piness throughout play day. 

The program should consist of 
games just for the children, of games 
for both children and grownups, and 
of play activities which the children 
themselves suggest. The function of 
the play leaders is to be ready with 
ideas when the children run out of 
them. The National Recreation Asso- 
ciation in New York gives a wealth 
of suggestions about appropriate 
games in its publications. 

The equipment, says Mi-s Breen, 
should consist of playground balls, 
bats, volley balls, bean hairs and rub- 
ber balls, quoits, a rope for tug of 
war. and jump ropes. 

Lunches should be packed in indi- 
vidual boxes, although if several chil- 
dren in one family attend their moth- 
er may prefer to pack a basket. Names 
should be written on the boxes and 
each child held responsible for his 
own lunch until he reaches the picnic 
ground where all lunch containers are 
put in charge of the luncheon commit- 
tee for a systematic distribution at 
lunch time. 

A victrola may bo taken to the 
grounds to furnish music fur folk 
dancing. 

If details are carefully pre-arranged 
play day may be made a most enjoy- 
able occasion.

Even before setting foot on the 
spacious, bustling Bund, the traveler, 
who ha- pictured Shanghai in his mind 
as a typical < hinese city, is bewildered ! 
by its' cosmopolitan atmosphere. For- I 
etgn commerce has had much to do, 
with delivering the city from the 
Whangpoo marshes. Clusters of mat-, 
ting-covered sampans and the gaudy 
bows of clumsy junks lend an aspect 1 
,,f the Orient to the river panorama, 
I, ut they mingle with motor boats and 
steamboats of the latest design. Re- j 
fore the city comes into full view, the j 
banks of the river form a background 
of oil supply depots, smoking factory 
chimneys, warehouses, and repai" 
docks that are not unlike those in 
neighborhood of large ports of 
Occident. 

Rose Out of \\ hangpoo I lats 
The skyline that marks Shanghai s t 
waterfront also breathes an atmos- 
phere of the West. Until the turn ot 
this centurv, low commodious Chinese

ing. The tendency of the city's build- 
ing program has been skyward in the I 
last few years because of congestion ;

Yale Lock Safety 

A decree of safety is pnoided by the 
Irregular shape of the key for Yale 
locks, so that no two keys will tit the 
same lock. The notches of the aver- 
age key may lie cut In eight depths, 
so that there are five notches, and the 
number of different keys possible is 

eight tO the power of live i. e., X'.TCS. 
1'he notches are cut automatically to 
the required depth and the pins in the 
plug are made afterward to corre- 
spond. Still a further number of key 
changes is obtained by milling grooves 
lengthwise on the sides of the keys to 
correspond with similar grooves in the 
kejway in the plug. By varying the 
shape and location of these grooves a 
great range of key changes is made 
possible.

Smith America's longest modern 
road project, a graded highway link- 
ing Venezuela. Colombia and Ecuador, 
is approaching completion. Recently 
the name Simon Bolivar Highway was' 
suggested for this 2300-mile trunk 
road because it t liiveises the heart of 
the region which Simon Bolivar, the 
Smith American liberator, freed from 
Spanish rule. 

Placed on a map of the United 
States the new South American high- 
way would extend from Seattle to 
Milwaukee. In its actual position it 
crosses an even greater expanse of 
mountainous country than is to be 
found between these two North Amer- 
ican cities, says a bulletin from the 

Washington, D, C. headquarters of the 
National Geographic Society. 

Picks Up Pan- American Route 

From La Guaira, Venezuelan port 
on the Caribbean, the road twists and 
wriggles Up the face of a mountain 
range that rises almost sheer from the, 
sea to reach Caracas, capital of Ven- . 
ezuela, Thence it strikes inland, hur- 
dles the watershed between Venezuela 
and Colombia near Cucuta, and reach- j 
es Bogota, the mountain-girt t capital 
of Colombia. 

Southwest of Bogota the highway 
picks up the line of the proposed Pan- ' 
American Highway near CalU and 
runs southward along it through Po- 
payan to Quito, capital of Ecuador, ; 
The last section drops' to tidewater; 
again at Guayaquil, the port of Ecua- 1 
dor on the Pacific. 

Along this 2300-mile artery morel 
than 2000 miles have already been; 
opened to traffic, A few sections are! 
paved, others have a crushed rock or 
gravel surface, hut most of the route 
is graded earth. In general the hinh- j 
way follows the old Spanish and In- 
dian trails of northwestern South 
America, and it touches many impor- 
tant towns that date back to Spanish 
Colonial days. 

Of the incompleted segments, to- 
taling about 300 miles. _10 miles arc 
in Colombia and '.»:! miles in Ecuador. 
Venezuela has finished its part of the 
highway from La Guaira to the Co- 
lombian border, Because part of the 
route in Colombia is beimr used for 
military purposes the Colombian sec- 
tions are under active construction 
and should be completed for traffic 
this year. In Ecuador arrangements 
have been made for closing the last 
gap in that country.

Doctor Guillotine, the Inventor or 
the French machine for executions, is 
rumored to have died by the Instru- 
ment The guillotine was rather an 
Improvement than an Invention, for 
similar contrivances bad been In use 
in oiher countries; Scotland, where 
the regent Morion was so decapitated 
in 1581; Yorkshire (the Halifax "gib- 
bet") ; Germany, Italy, even southern 
France. 

It was In December, i7 v .i, that Doc* 
tor Guillotine put tils plan before the 
constituent assembly, but it was not 
adopted till October, 1701. 

Apparently deputies found the sub- 
|ect humorous, "With my machine, 
niessieurs," said the doctor, "I whisk 
off your head (VOUS fais sauter la 
tete) in a twinkling, nnd you have 
no pain."

With a population of 465,000 Min- 
neapolis is not only the largest com- 
munity in the northwest but it is also 
the Scandinavian metropolis of Amer- 
ica, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington. D. C. headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. "Johnsons, 
Olsons, Petersons, and Andersons are 
so numerous that one might almost 
as well seek the proverbial needle in 
a haystack as look for one of them 
in the Minneapolis telephone direc- 
tory without knowing also the given 
name and address. There were 15 
Axe! Johnsons listed in a recent issue. 
An Outstanding Milling Center 

Minneapolis has long been outstand- 
ing as a milling center. Flour mills 
and grain elevators are perhaps the 
most prominent features of her sky 
line today but other temples of com- 
merce raise their heads there too, for 
the city is a manufacturing and dis- 
tributing point for a large surround- 
ing territory. 

Some of its products are nationally 
famous. When you eat breakfast on 
a winter morning the chances are 
nearly even that your cooked cereal 
came from a Minneapolis factory. 
And it is not at all improbable that 
the flour with which your toast was 
made came from there too. The but- 
ter you use may well have originated 
in Minnesota, too, for the Gopher 
State leads the Union in producing 
that indispensable dairy product. 

There are practically no slums in 
Minneapolis ami a great many of its 
citizens are owners of trim and pros- 
perous looking homes. After leaving 
the hustling business district of mod- 
ern shops, banks, and offices, one may 
drive for miles over smooth, tree- 



lined boulevards, or through the 140 
magnificent parks which are located 
about the city. 

Park System a C hain of Lakes 

The basis of this park system is a 
chain of 11 lakes, ranging from mere 
ponds to the broad expanse of Lake 
Calhoun. They provide a sporting 
paradise for Minneapolitans, who use 
them for swimming anil sail-boating' 
in summer and for skating and ice- | 
boating in winter. 

The "Flour City" is a cultural as i 
well as a commercial center. The 
Walker Gallery and the Institute of 
Arts contain many treasures of paint- 
ing and sculpture including a number 
of tine "Old Masters." The Minne-j 
apolis Symphony Orchestra has held I 
for a number of years a consistently 
high rank in American music. 

Among the outstanding institutions' 
of higher learning in the United 
States is the University of Minnesota 
at Minneapolis. It occupies a site of 1 
unusual beauty on the east bank of 
the Mississippi River and many of its 
thousands of students come from out- 
side the State of Minnesota. 

Minneapolis was once a great lum- 
ber town but with the depletion of the 
State's forests the industry moved 
westward. However, many of the 
large lumber companies still maintain 
headquarters here. 

Of late years, Minnesota's "sky- 
blue waters" have attracted an ever 
; increasing throng of visitors. Min- 
neapolis is well situated and is well 
equipped to serve as a base of opera- 
tions for journeys about the State. 

Best known of all of the scenic at- 
tractions of the city is the famous 
Falls of Minnehaha. Facing Minne- 
apolis, across the Mississippi River, is 
St. Paul, capital and second largest 
city in the State, Thev are often re- 
ferred to as "The Twin Cities."

Fathers and mothers can help in 
the construction of the playground 
and by participating in the play acti- 
vities can keep in close touch with 
their children. 

The City of Seattle is deeply in- 
terested in the development of citi- 
zenship, through hack-yard play- 
grounds. Each spring since 
there has been a hack-yard playground 
contest sponsored by the Seattle 
Council of Preschool Parent-Teacher 
Associations of which there ate 44 in 
the city.

When parents construct these back- 
yard paygrounds they do more than 
provide for the safety and happiness 
of their children. They lay a foun- 
dation for future gooil citizenship. 
Thev build a series of happy memor- 
ies and a love of home which will be 
a safeguard for the future They 
make possible the free play of childish 
imagination which may become a 
priceless asset in later years.

Most Motorists' Interpretation of

Many motorists are still ignorant 
of the "right of way" law, but even 
this lack of information is no excuse 
for accidents at intersections, Wil- 
lam II.
